Th» military atmosphere will be in evidence more than ever before at 
ilcGill* this session, with all her physically fit students of the first three 
■ cars in uniform as members of the McGill Contingent, Canadian Officers' 
Training Corps; with her old campus in daily use as the parade ground 
for the 6lh Universities Company, Princess Patricia's Canadian Light In- 
fantry, the 199th Irish-Canadian Rangers and various units; the Molson Hall 
Is quarters for the Universities Company; and various other buildings in 
Ihe neighborhood occupied as headquarters or recruiting stations by vari- 
ous overseas units. 

Since the McGill Daily ceased publication last spring there has been a 
steady stream of students donning khaki to serve with either the British or 
Canadian forces at the front; in spits of this, however, there is every indi- 
cation that the enrollment this session will be equally as large as last ses- 
ion through the size of the Freshman classes which are now entering the 
^Jniversity for the first time. Some of the more advanced classes have been 
terribly depleted through enlistment; classes which entered the University 
with an enrollment of well over 100 are now reduced to fifteen or twenty 
students.

"The work will not be the same each 
year, for the exercises will become muer 
complicated ami will present a grad- 
ual continuation without repetition. We 
have had an object lesson in the seri- 
ousness of the crisis which confronts 
us. And Compulsory military train- 
ing will serve two ends, first as the 
easiest and most obvious form of phy- 
sical training, and as a means of meet- 
ing this real crisis In our national life. 
Such training will develop character 
and physique, A man who has won 
I all the prizes is of no value without 
those two qualities, as a famous edu- 
cator puts It, character comes first, 
then physique, intelligence, general all 
round ability, manners, and lastly, In- 
formation." It is the greatest of these 
attributes that such military training 
will Increase." 

J. A. Nicholson, B.A., I.L.D., Re- 
gistrar of the University .agreed with 
Sir William. "Military drill Is one 
the best forms of physical cu'ture. and 
at the same time It fits a man for 
military service If required. It Is Im- 
possible as things are at McGill to give 
adequate gymnastic training to all stu- 
dents and this form of military can 
be taken by everyone." 

Prof. Frank D. Adams, Dean of 
Applied Science, said, "We shourd do 
what we can to train all our men. We 
have no gymnasium. This military will 
serve to fit men for the front anil also 
will give needed physical exercise. A: 
present this has been adopted only for 
the duration of the war end will not 
necessarily be extended Into times of 
peace. Our university wnnls to do its 
duty. Half the men enrolled In the 
Science Faculty have gone on active 
service. Last year we kept our work 
shops open, In making munitions. Now 
we have n means to prepare all men 
for military service." 

At C.O.T.C. headquarters yesterday 
no Information was available regard- 
ing the programme of drills which the 
Contingent will carry Into effect dur- 
ing the year. It Is understood, how- 
ever, that virtually the same hours 
will prevail as was the case yester- 
day, that Is, four hours of drill a week, 
with a similar space of time every 
alternate Saturday. It Is understood 
to he the Intention of the t'. O, T. <\ 
to commence drills on October 12, the 
work being taken up during the course 
of drills and lectures being sufficient 
to qualify a candidate for a commis- 
sion upon the conclusion of the year's 
work, it Is proposed to conduct ex- 
aminations at stated periods through 
the year in order that the mass of 
these may not come at one time. 

The curriculum of the PMIilW of 
Arts has been changed In several re- 
spects through action by the Faculty. 
Third and Fourth year students en- 
deavoring to pick out their course un- 
der the new regulations have found 
it a most pleasant Indoor game, and 
there are many complaints concerning 
the complicated arrangement of the 
schedule of courses.

IS JUST BACK TO CANADA. 



Influence of the University on 
War is Capably Pointed Out. 



Inspired by a Summer visit to Kng- 
land and France, and fairly outdoing 
himself In eloquence and mastery of 
English, sir wiin mi (Principal) 
Peterson opened the Session of 1916- 
17 for McCIll University at the Royal 
Victoria College yesterday afternoon, 
with a thrilling address on McGill and 
her Influence In the war 

The main section of the Auditorium 
was filled with the members of the K. 
V. C, while a fair audience of the 
men Student* were scattered along the 
sides of the hall. Sir William held the 
platform for the entire meeting. .Miss 
Hurlbatt, the Warden of the Royal 
Victoria College, and Dean Moyse 
were among the faculty members pres- 
ent. 

Sir William expressed his great 
pleasure at being able to once more 
greet McC.ill men. both new and old, 
and welcome them back to the more 
arduous duties of the College session. 
There are now left at McGill but n 
mere remnant of the men of the Me- 
G1H, as It was before the war. This 
year the CampUS Is slill in use by the 
King's soldiers, as formerly. This is 
as it should be. As we were, In the 
days before the war, proud of our green 
and well kept Campus, we are equally 
proud of the muddy Campus .tramp- 
ed upon by the feet of hundreds of the 
King's men ,as it is today To Fresh- 
men he wished (o fay that they could 
not have Joined McGltl when its name 
stood higher than today. In fact, all 
Cnlversitles stand higher today than 
before the war. One begins to realize 
there Is contact between the Uni- 
versity and the worid at large now. 

During his visit to France, the Prin- 
cipal inspected the Canadian hospitals 
on the Rritlsh front, among which was 
the McGill Hospital. Military authori- 
ties without exception put the Mc- 
Gill Hospital as the best in France. 
On the Eastern front, the Toronto 
hoys should have as much credit. Uni- 
versities are becoming greater and 
greater factors In the scientific de-

Not content with raising and equip- 
ping the finest Hospital t'nit that 
has heen sent to the front In the 
present war, McOill went a step far- 
ther and made another contribution 
In the No. il (McGill) Overseas Mat- 
tery Beige Artillery. The Hospital Unit 

was acknowledged as the most effi- 
cient nnd completely equipped unit 
that has heen sriit from any part of 
the Empire, and In Its own sphere the 

Battery measures up to the same high 

standard. 

Recruited from college men, mostly 
McOill men. commanded by college 
graduates and professors, and equip- 
ped by McOill University With th« as- 
sistance of Its numerous societies nnd 
friends, the unit hears that stamp of 
(piality which accompanies every pro- 
duct of McOill. 

The Unit wns authorised on April 
2fith, and training anil recruiting com- 
menced Immediately. The fact that 
by May lfiiii, the Battery had its full 
complement of officers and men is a 
tribute to the manner in which Mc- 
Oill wholeheartedly entered Into the 

undertaking. At first the Battery 

trained in both Halifax and Montreal, 
the part of the I'nit at Halifax num- 
bering at that time four officers and 
fifty men, and taking instruction at 
the Royal School of Artillery. The 
balance of the Unit arrived at Halifax 
on duly 15th. and from then until they 
sailed received special Instruction and 
practice in all branches of selge artil- 
lery. 

The credit for the organization of 
this unit should be given to three men, 
Sir William Peterson. Principal nf Mc- 

(iin University, Principal Fraser . of 
the Presbyterian College of Montreal, 
and Prof, Cyrus McMillan, of McOill 
University. The object underlying the 
formation of this unit was to provide 
for students an opportunity to use 
their talent and scientific knowledge 
In work at the front that was as highly

KILLED IN ACTION. 

Lt. Col. G. H. Baker, Law '00.— 

U.-t'oi. (i. ii Baker, killed in action In 
.lane was a member of the House of 

Commons for Hrome County. He was 
horn on November J. 1877. at Sweets, 
bergi Que., the son of Senator George 
B. Maker, or United Empire Loyalist 
descent. He was educated at Bishop's 
College School, Berth 1er Grammar 

School and McGill, Immediately uf- 
terwards called to the bar he prac- 
tised first at Sweetsberg with his fa- 
ther, and since l<)07 in Montreal. He 
was a member of the firm of Chauvin, 
Baiter and Waller. He was elected 
to the House of Commons as Conser- 
vative member for Hrome In the gen- 
eral elections of September 21. 1911, 
defeating the Hon. Sydney Fisher, 

lie is the first Canadian M. p. to 
be killed in action. 

In l!u)4 he became major command- 
ing A Squadron 13th Scottish Light 
Dragoons, and in 1914 became lieuten- 
ant-colonel, in 1916 he was appoint- 
ed lieutenant-colonel of the 5th 
Mounted Corps for overseas ' service. 

Lt.-Col. R. P. Campbell, Arts '97, 
Med. '01.— When a shell struck the 
Advanced aid post In which he was 
engaged in dressing the wounds of 
some seriously Injured soldiers, I,t.- 
Col, Boland Playfair Campbell was 
killed in the .September offensive on 
the Somme front. Dr. Roland I'lny- 
falr Campbell was bom in .Montreal In 
IN7K, son of the lnte Kev. Prof. John 
Campbell, He attended the Montreal 
High School, in 1890 and 1891, and In 
1897 graduated in Arts at McGill, 
with honors. Kour years later he re- 
ceived his degree of M.L».„ CM., from 
the snme university with honors In 
aggregate In all subjects. 

He immediately entered the Mont- 
real General Hospital as an interne 
and remained for two years. In 190,1 
he proceeded to Germany and studied 
under MlckullCS, acting as one of his 
assista tits. 

Returning to Montreal he received 
the appointment as medical superin- 
tendent of the Montreal General 
Hospital In 1904. He filled this posi- 
tion with credit for two years. In 
190IÏ, Dr, Campbell was made a sur- 
geon to the out patient department of 
the Montreal General Hospital, and 
started to practise In Montreal. When 
the Genlto-rrlnary Service wns creat- 
ed at the hospital, Dr. R. P, Campbell 
wns chosen as stirgeon-in-charge, and 
continued in active charge until he 
left for the front. He has acted as 
pathologist to the hospital on several 
occasions. 

Dr. Campbell has heen In militnry 
life since 1904. When the war com- 
menced be was in command of No. fi 
Field Amhiilance and although In bed 
at the time, he volunteered Immedi- 
ately to go to Valcartler with his 
whole unit. Within a few weeks he 
was in Valcartler with most of his 
field ambulances. A re-arraugement 
occurred nnd he went to Kngland In 
September, 1914, with the First 
Canadian Division, C. H. V., attached 
to No. 1 Canadian General Hospital. 
Later he returned to Canada to com- 
mand No. VI Field Ambulance, C. 
S, V., which unit left Montreal In May, 
1915. 

In July, he proceeded to France 
and had heen In Flanders continu- 
ously. 

Major G. E. Vansittart, Scl. '06.— 
Major George Edward Vansittart was 
graduateil from R. M. C. before he 
entered McGill. He was the son of 
the late John I'ennefather Vansittart, 
of India, nnd was born at Mussorle, 
In 1884. He went overseas with the 
artillery of the Second Canadian Di- 
vision and was killed In action on May 
14. A short time previously he was 
mentioned In despatches for distin- 
guished conduct. 

Major F. P. Buchanan, Sci. '00. — 
Major Fltz-Herhert I'. Buchanan, 
killed in action on June 28, was a 
member of a Montreal Highland bat- 
talion, and went overseas in Septem- 
BW, 1914. He was the second son of 
the late Wentworth J. Huchanan. of 
Montreal and Mrs. Huchnnan, now of 
Knowlton, Que. He was In his forty- 
third year. After graduation from 
McGill. he was employed In mines in 
Cornwall, Kngland, and latterly in 
Hrltish Columbia. For three years he 
was also employed by the C. I*. R. as 
a draughtsman and bridge inspector, 
and left that company to associate 
himself with the Stock Exchange and 
building operations. 

Capt. B. St. G. French. Arts '12.— 



Capt. II. St. George French, Liverpool, 
attached Royal Inniskllling Fusiliers, 
the youngest son of the Rev. Arthur 
and Mrs. French, of Montreal, was kill- 
ed on July 1, at the head of his com- 
pany. Educated at Lower Canada Col- 
lege, Montreal, he matriculated at the 
head of his class at McGill, and grad- 
uated as Gold Medallist. Subsequent- 
ly be was two years at Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford, and was expected to take 
a high place in the Honour Classical 
school. On the outbreak of war he 
was given a commission in the Liver- 
pool Regiment and came out at the 
head of the list in his school of in- 
struction. As lieutenant he went to 
the Dardanelles, and was wounded, af- 
terwards proceeding to Salonika with 
his regiment. 

Capt. J. K. Bertram, Med. '16,— 

When he enlisted with the 20th Bat- 
talion, a unit of the Second Canadian 
Division, ('apt. J. K. Bertram was a 
member of the class of Med. '16. Go- 
lan overseas with his regiment, Capt. 
Bertram rose to the rank of Adjutant 
ami was known as a most capable of- 
ficer. Later he transferred to tho 
Mounted Rifles. He was killed in ac- 
tion on September 22, according to 
word which was received a few days 
ago by his uncle. Brlg.-Gen. Bertram. 
Capt. Bertram was 26 years of age, 
the only son of Dr. T. A. Bertram, Dun- 
das, Ont., and whllo at McGill was 
prominent In various student activi- 
ties. 

Capt. D. Waterston, Med. '14.— Cap- 
tain Douglas Waterston, son of Thomas 
Waterston, 44U8 St. Catherine street, 
Westmount, killed in action on May 
22nd, was the first Canadian doctor 
to die on the battlefield of Europe.

leville, Ont., June 18th, 1889. After 
attending the High School there, ha 
entered McGill, nnd was an honor 
graduate in Arts in 1909. He graduated 
In Medicine In 1914 and for two years 
was house surgeon and physician at 
the Montreal General Hospital. After 
assisting at the mobilizing of the Mon- 
tenegrin camp at Three Rivers, ho 
Joined an ambulance unit leaving 
Montreal on February 29th last. After 
a brief stay at Bramshott Camp, he 
went to the front and was at once in 
the firing line. A great part of the 
time he was under fire during Jjls six 
weeks In Belgium before he received 
his death wound at an advanced dress- 
ing station in one of the most dan- 
gerous points along the Canadian 
line. 

Lieut. A. P. Beaudry, Past Student. 

— So anxious was he to get to the fir- 
ing line that Lieut. Abel I', Beaudry, 
killed In action in September, relin- 
quished his rank of Captain In the 
4lst Battalion and went to France aa 
a Lieutenant. He was a graduate of 
Mount St. Ixiuls College, and a son 
of Mrs. Victor Beaudry, of 25 Sher- 
brooke street west. 

I ieut. A. Bennet, — Lieut. A. Ren- 
net, past student, of the Lelcestershlres. 
killed on July 14. aged 22, was thi 
elder son of Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Bent- 
net of 43 Knighton Drive, Leicester.

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THE NEW ORDER OF THINGS. 

To the students returning to McGill and to those who are 
entering her doors for the first time the military aspect of the activi- 
ties of the students should prove a source of thouV and inspira- 
tion. The prominent part that McGill lias played in the struggle of 
the Empire is well known and the adoption of compulsory military 
service is another step along the same lines. McGill it will bo re- 
membered was the first University to fully equip and offer the ser- 
vices of a large part of her large and efficient Medical faculty in 
the form of a hospital unit and then decided to go even further and 
offer a combatant force, represented by the No. li (.McGill) Overseas 
Battery Siege Artillery, which after training at Montreal and Hali- 
fax sailed for England and is there at present completing its course 
of instruction. 

The fact that each of the students of the first three years in 
every faculty will )e required to devote >nly :wo hours a week 
to training leaves it that it will not interfere with studies to any 
practical extent and moreover the drill will not develop into what 
might be termed the ' drudgery ' that to some degree marked the 
work of the past two years when attendance every night was enact- 
ed. Many students who were not in favour of compulsory physical 
training will not, we expect, object to the new order of things, in as 
much as the military training provides one with an education which 
can be turned to account at the present time and a knowledge that 
will be useful in the future. It provides as well a means of light 
physical exercise that is indispensable to the man who studies day in 
and clay out. 

McGill's record in the present war is one of which every stu- 
dent and graduate can be proud, and the new arrangement will be 
an incentive to even greater things. The long list of names com- 
prising the Roll of Honour printed in this issue testifies in an im- 
niistakeable manner to the spirit with which McGill men have an- 
swered the call; and there is on doubt whatever that the Univer- 
sity will continue to contribute men for both the combatant and hos- 
pital units as long as they are required, It is moreover the duty of 
every subject in the Empire to do all in his power along military 
lines and the opportunity to combine study and the acquisition of 
military science is one of which the students should be eager to avail 
themselves. 



VOLUNTEERS WANTED. 

Of all college activities, the college newspaper is possibly the 
one which brings those engaged in it into closest touch with all classes 
of the University community and the one which proves of the great- 
est value to the student in after life. While the reporter on such 
a newspaper as the McGill Daily may not notice tho progress which 
he is making, he will find that after a few weeks' experience he 
is able to w.ito readable English, ami that is perhaps one of no- 
things which many students graduating from our universities seem 
to lack. The ability to write an interesting and readable account of 
some happening is an acquisition that will be useful to a man mi 
matter what profession he intends to follow, At McGill this costs 
absolutely nothing to learn and in fact seekers after such know- 
ledge are more than welcome. McGill publishes tho only college daily 
newspaper in Canada and as it is edited entirely by members of the 
student body all who can devote a few hours a week to the work 
should do so. An earnest appeal is made to University students who 
are at all interested in newspaper work to call around at the Daily 
office in the Union where there is always some member of the 
editorial staff in attendance. It is nut necessary that applicants 
should have had any previous experience in journalism, the only 
requisite being a cheerful desire 1o do a couple of hours work each 
week.

THE GERMANS IN BELGIUM. 

The Hague. Holland — On the 21st 
of July this year the national holiday 
ot th? Hclctans was celebrated, as it 
v.a.s last year; only this time it was 
a definite demonstration against the 
tin-man rule in Belgium, The day 
before small leaflets appeared In tho 
shop window sajinc. i lint the shop 
would he closed next day owing to i 
the national holiday: At noon soldiers I 
end German police called at every I 
.shop and business place, ordering tjie 
leaflets to he removed, and at I'ae | 
same time intimating that anyone who 
closed his shop on the 21st, would 
Commit an offense and would be dealt 
with according by the German r.il- 
thorlties. 'the leaflets were removed" 
and the governor was doubtless satis- 
fled with himself: Yel on the follow- 
ing day ( there was scarcely one shop 
open In Belgium, and more especially 
In Urusseln. 

Karly In the morning the whole of 
that city was on Its way lo neighbor- 
ing excursion places, every one wear- 
ing Belgian colors In the buttonholes. 
In spite of this having likewise been 
prohibited, tho women with broad Bel- 
gian ribbons for waist belts, and even 
the children dressed In their Sunday 
"lothes had small Belgian and French 
flags, which they carried through the 
streets under their clothes, well hid- 
den from the eyes of tho Herman sol' 
dlers. The whole population had been 
secretly preparing for this spoilt dém- 
onstration for two or three*weeks i»id 
gave vent to their feelings quite un- 
concernedly. Tho Germans have done 
much to strengthen Belgian national 
unity, l'eoplo who quarreled with 
each other on minor questions of edu- 
cation and religion for yours now find 
that they are ono in their feelings for 
tho Invader, and they smiled happily 
at each other as, eurly In tho morning, 
'hey moved out of the city where they 
wcro not ullowed to celebrate the 
day. 

The German governor Issued pla- 
cards tho same morning stating that 
any démonstration or marching in tho 
streets, and any decoration with flags 
was strictly forbidden on July 21, the 
statement concluding with the warn- 
ing that the war was still going on, 
which the Belgians In Brussels seem- 
od to have forgotten. In the evening 
paper, the Bruxellois, a notice to this 
effect was also published, but all this 
had absolutely no result. Everybody 
(dosed their shops and early In the 
momlnf, heure allemande — because 
they distinguish even tho time — the 
street* were crowded with the outgo- 
ing population. Only two of the larg- 
est hotels opened their cafes but 
even there the wnitors refused to 
servo anyone after in o'clock. The 
l'alnce hotel wns the only place where 
ono could get n square meal at. lunch 
time and In the evening. During tho 
whole day an immense silence hung 
over the entire city, even In the out- 
skirts of Brussels, although as a rule 
lb esc places are very nolsv. 

All along the Avenue de Tervueren. 
which leads to the beautiful park, 
thousands of excursionists were sit- 
ting discussing events, and as I 
walked along I could see that when- 
ever n soldier pn=soil. they suddenly I 
became silent. Small grouns were | 
standing before the governor's plac I 
ards, they read It. looked at each other, 
understood each other, and then 
walked off without a word, giving i 

place to others. 

The whole day, too. one felt as If 
great dennnstratlons silent hut 
eaually earnest wero In progress. The 
subdued mass of people seemed to 
have revolted. Even the little boys 
Who were plavlng soldier with paner 
cans, and wooden rlflna on t hoir shoul- 
ders marching In a Prussian military 
faFhinn nnd shouting thfi German 
words of command lenrnt from the 
Germans. Boomed to express the will 
and power of this suppressed vet re- 
bellious nation. I snw an old German 
soldier walking tjn to one of these 
I'ttlo hnvs and nsk the commander 
what regiment thev betoneed to or 
something of tho kind. The little load- 
er of th" half dozen lads with a sar- 
castic smllo nnswered: "Vous march- 
ons sur Paris, monsieur. " Everybody 
laughed and even the serious German 
soldier tapped the little hoy on tho 
shoulder. 

In the evening tho masses returned 
to tho city, the men even on this hot 
''ay wore black suits and (nil hats, 
the women, without excention. wore i 
■n black w'th Immense hnuonots of \ 
"o'vnrs In their hands. On the great , 
aonarns soldiers lined the entrnnce In 
Trier to stnn anv (rstlmrtnir: hun- 
'-erla of theiiRonds n f neonlo throne-. 
»d tho streets Thev were not allow 
to step off tho slf'evnll's at ovorv 

m vnrdfi n so'dior stond wltji Cited 
bayonet to preserve order, whilst a 
hnttnrv of arttlterv moved along the 
main ronds nnd across the smiarp to- 
wards the GRre du Vord, as a kind of 
counter démonstration on the part of 
the governor of Brussels. Towards 
pvenlng one of the entrances of the 
"nlaee do Broucltere wns onened and 
thousands thronged towards the 
"Anspach" column where 3nn soldier* 
were sitting or standing on the steps 
.Some one shouted to the people and 
others whisnerPd the command all 
nlong the boulevards " a la place des 
martyrs." In a few mlnutex thous- 
ands and thousands were on their way 
to the statue of the martyrs nf the 
revolution against, the Butch, and a 
most touching scenq followed. The 
women, who all carried flowers, threw 
these bouquets to the steps of the 
statue, numbers handed them over to 
others who were standing nearer, nnd 
In an hour the whole monument wns 
covered with henutlful flowers, for 
everybody wanted to participate In 
this touching act. At 11 at night they 
were still there. 



CONVICTS AS STUDENTS. 

Lansing, Kan.— Unusual com- 
mencement exercises were held re- 
cently at the Kansas penitentiary in 
this city. It was the first time such 
commencement exercises have ever 
been held within prison walls In this 
country. It is said, probably not any- 
where in the world. Thirty-one in- 
mates of the big prison became grad- 
uates of the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege and received the same diplomas 
from the college that the boys and 
girls had received at Manhattan a 
week previous. 

for many years a night school has 
been conducted at the prison fur these 
who tared to devote their evenings to 
actual" study world The prison offi- 
cials have Uled to get every man In 
the prison to take up this class work, 
and n considerable number are doing 
It. They must maintain good disci- 
plinary records during Working hours 
anil an- then allowed so many hours 
of liberty for study in the library or 
In the actual class work. 

Two years ago the agricultural col- 
lege offered to supply the prisoners 
with the complete home correspond- 
ence courses, which it maintained for 
students unable to spend the lime ac- 
tually In residence at the college. 
These courses are similar tu the cor- 
respondence sch. mis and the extension 
work offered by all of the larger col- 
leges In the country. 

More than 100 men availed them- 
selves of the opportunity" offered by 
the college. The cuurses ure given 
free, and, In addition, the college sent 
to the prison, at frequent intervals, 
the regular college instructors in give 
lectures on the Various subjects und 
special demonstrations. Muny books 
from tho college librury touching on 
the subjects offered In the correspond- 
ence work were louued to the prison, 
and sumo of tho model machinery used 
In the engineering courses were sent 

to Lunshur. in addition Chaplain Al- 
len acted us a personal instructor, al- 
ways on band to help the men work 
out any problems they might have. 

The 31 students wdio were graduat- 
ed recently were students in steum 
and electrical engineering, carpentry, 
blacksmithing, agricultural and motm 
engineering. They have done prac- 
tically the same work that would 
have been required of them hail they 
been students at the agricultural col- 
lege in these courses. Wherever pos- 
sible these men were given practical 
training in the power plant and on 
the farm of the prison. 

An interesting feature of the work 
is thai nut a single man wanted to take 
up mining engineering. The state op- 
erates one of the largest coal mines 
in Kansas at the prison. The coal Is 
used to supply all the state institu- 
tions. Every man sent to prison who 
is uble to do so must do his period 
of work In the prison mine. All of 
the 31 graduates had worked in the 
none, but not one cared to continue 
it. 

Some of those who completed their 
Course will not bo released from prison 
for several years. They are planning 
to take up other courses next fall. 
Some of those who were graduated 
will he released In a few months, nnd 
the state has found Jobs for them. 

The baccalaureate sermon was de- 
livered by a former convict. lie was 
Tom Drophy, at one time regarded 
us one of the "bad men" of the prison, 
as he had moro black marks against 
his record than any otalmost 
his record than almost any other In- 
mate. .Since being released Brophy 
has "made good," and be came back 
to preach "honor" among the convicts.

Once past the time of Cromwell the 
war medal begins to spread Itself out 
in all directions. In the latter part 
of the seventeenth century the most 
famous medals, perhaps, were the "fire 
ship" medals. medals conferred on 
those who had done notable service 
in the all-Important work of those 
• lays of destroying the enemies' vessels 
by the use of rile ships. In the "fight- 
ing Instructions." issued on the 20th 
of April, lfirtS, by .tames, Puke of York, 
the lord high admiral, after reoounut- 
Ing the rewards for ordinary ships, it 
was declared that if the ship fired was 
a flagship, then "ye Recompense in 
money shall be doubled to each man 
performing ltt, and ye medall to ye 
Commander shall be shuth as shall 
particularly ezpress ye Kmlnensye of 
ye Service, and bis and ye, other of- 
ficers preferement shalbe suitable tto 
ye meritt of ltt." And so the custom 
of conferring medals has continued to 
develop, nnd each succeeding century 
has seen wider distributions than ever 
before, not only in tho United King- 
dom, of course, but in many other 
countries. The collector of medals, in- 
deed, has almost us lareg u field to 
draw upon as the collector of coins.

MEDALS AND BADGES. 

The silver bndgc designed to be 
issued to officers and men of the 
British, Indian und oversea forces, 
who have served at homo or abroad 
since the 4th of August, 1914, adds 
one more to the many medals anil 
badges which the world already pos- 
seyres for service In peace and war. 
The history of tho medal marches 
back Into antiquity with the history 
of the coin. For mnny centuries, It 
has tbeen a recognized means of com- 
memorating Important events, and yet 
the custom of uiing medals to do 
honor to those who have rendered 
service to their country in time of 
war Is comparatively modern. 

Tl i se who Would extend the lUttom 
as fur back as possible, find evi- 
dence of the use of medals amongst 
the Hdmans. and it is maintained by 
some that the circular ornaments In 
the cenrtro of the Human Standards 
were medals. Kvidence, however piles 
up against the theory, and the stan- 
dard i which may ben seen on the 
column of Trajan display a boss and 
not a medal as their central orna- 
ment. There is some evidence, It Is 
true, that the Chinese, who forestolled 
the west In most things, forestalled it 
here also, and that during the Hun 
dynasty, in the first Century A.D., 
medals were struck for war service: 
hut, as far us tho west is concerned, 
the history of the war medal does not 
extend further back than the sixteenth 
century. It Is generally taken, al- 
though positive proof Is lacking, that 
the first medals to be issued for war 
service in Knglnnd were the famous 
"Armada" medals of Queen Kllz.i- 
beth. The earliest is generally sty I .1 
the "Ark In Flood" medal by reason 
of the fact that the reverse side show- 
ed un ark on waves with the rays of 
the sun striking through on to trou- 
bled waters. This medal was struck 
In 15X8, and a little later unothcr one 
was produced which was fashioned In 
gold, silver and copper. The obverse 
of this second medal bore a full face 
bust of tjueen Elizabeth, and the re- 
verse showed on Island, around which 
was a great host of ships, a varied 
assortment of sea monsters; whilst on 
the Island Itself might be seen peace- 
ful. Undisturbed houses, a flourishing 

green by airee and every evidence of 

Security, despite the aggressiveness of 
lowering clouds above. 

Whilst the Armada medals may be 
regarded as the beginning of war med- 
als in Knglaml, the true prototype of 
the war medal of to-day was. of 
cours.', the famous "Dunbar Medal." 
authorised by Parliament In 1B50. it 
was the first medal, as far as Is 
known, to he issued to all ranks alike, 
from the humblest soldier to the com- 
mander-in-chief. There were two Is- 
sues of the medal, but on the ob- 
verse of both of them was a left pro- 
file bust of Oliver Cromwell, with a 
battle raging In the distance. It was 
no c hoice of Cromwell's that his like- 
ness appeared on the medal. Indeed, 

be did moel roundly object to any 
such portrayal. In a letter addressed 

in the "Committee of the army in Lon- 
don," be urge* that his likeness should 
Ml appear on the medal I that one able 
should show the Parliament nnd the 
other the army, and be adds: "Where- 
fore, If I may Upk it as a favour from 
you, I most earnestly b eseech you. If 
I may do It without offense, that It 
may be so. Ami If you think not fit 
to have it as I offer, you ma- alter it 
as you see cause: only I do think I 



WIDER ASPECT OF THE DRIVE. 

Some of the wider aspects of tho 
British and French offensive on the 
Somme are dealt with in a recent 
dispatch from the special correspond- 
ent of the British press with the 
French armies, showing the attack 
was but a part of a wider scheme 
carried out in co-operation with the I 
Russians and Italians. 

The main pivot of the battle of the 
Marne, he .ays, was the defense of 
Nancy. The Issue of the whole battle 
depended on the French holding their 
ground in i! eir positions round the 
Grand Couronne. The ma'in pivot of 
the present battle, which is being 
fought on a vastly large scale on the 
French -British-Italian and Russian 
fronts, is to be found on the left or 
western win,; The main object of 
our armies nd those of the French 
is to hold so great a force of the 
enemy as to make the operations of 
our allies i i the centre and on the 
right irresistible, 

To-day the Germans have on the 
western front 121 Infantry divisions 
nnd one cavalry division, while of 
these no fewei than f>9 are active di- 
visions; that Is to say, the French 
and British have in front of them 
nearly two-thirds of the German army 
in the field, and many of these troops 
are the pick of the enemy's available 
firces. On the eastern front the (ler- 
man forces i onsist of 63 infantry di- 
visions and 1C cavalry divisions and 
of these only 18 are active divisions. 
To this force must be added the Aus- 
tro-Hungarlan troops, which are cer- 
tainly inferior in fighting value. They 
consist of 47 infantry divisions and II 
cavalry divisions. 

The effective pressure of the British 
and French combined armies against 
the Gorman forces in the west is 
proved by t'l • difficulty and hesitation 
with which teh enemy has attempted 
to re-enforc i Ids eastern front against 
the great Russian offensive. At the 
moment of the first shock on the east 
he ventured ti withdraw four divisions 
and since thtt tinu he has sent a 
single division, the one hundred and 
twenty-first, from the west to the 
east. This division was withdrawn 
from the Somme, where It had lost 
H.iiOO men in prisoners alone, and n 
large quantity of artillery. 

As things are at present the fler- 
maiifl cannot spare a single man from 
this front. Verdun and the Somme 
each of them require the presence of 
20 German divisions In the first line, 
and ti Is clear that the steady methodi- 
cal advance i f the French nnd British 
will necessitate the maintenance of 
every man .unliable on this front. M. 
Brland's belief of the unity of front 
has been fully realized. On March 27 
last he laid down at the Conference of 
Paris the following basis on which the 
Allies must conduct the war against 
the central empires: "A single cause, 
served by a single army fighting on 
a single front .against a singlo enemy, 
under one single control." 

To-dny It Is possible to regard all 
fields of operation as forming part of 
a single whole Germany did her ut- 
most to anticipate and prevent the 
co-operation of the Allies by her wild 
assault on Verdun. At Verdun France 
held nnd defeated the Herman plan, 
with the result that M. Brland's sys- 
tem Is beginning to prove slowly anil 
surely that it must be successful. Not 
only have the French held, und, In- 
deed, gained ground at Verdun, but in 
CO-operation with the British, they 
have pushed back the Hermans. The 
Russians and Italians have made the 
most of the opportunities of the situa- 
tion, and their courage and brilliant 
generalship have brought about a de- 
cisive advance. When the day of fi- 
nal victory arrives, the effort of 
France, nnd that admirable co-ordina- 
tion of the nllled armies, so largely due 
to the genius of M. Brland. will be 
realized and appreciated by all those 
who have fought on the side of civili- 
zation.

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THE RETURNED SOLDIER. 

Amidst the patriotic entbui lastn In 
the early days of the war many busi- 
ness men. as an Inducement to re- 
cruiting, announced that such of their 
employees who Joined the olors 
would be assured of a restoration to 
their positions on their return from 
the war. The time bas arrive 1 when 
the promise thus made Is to be re- 
membered, and, we trust, honored. 
Already a large number of soldiers are 
returning In n more or less disabled 
condition. Where a man has been en- 
tirely disabled he, of rnurse, cannot 
call upon his former employer for the 
redemption of the promise. The Pen* 
sion Fund and the Patriotic Fund must 
deal with such a case. But there will 
be mnny cases In which the disability, 
while sufficient to disqualify tie- men 
from further military service, will 
leave them In a condition to be iine- 
ful. It Is much to be Centred that In 
such cases the men may be able to 
return to the service of their former 
employers, rather than that they be 

left to seek places elsewhere, Rome 
change in the character of tin- work 

to tie assigned to them tnav be ne- 
cessary In the rale of salary or «ans, 
owing to diminished efficiency. Hut an 
earnest effort to gftre the soldier his 
old place, or some other place In the 
same establishment, would do much to 
make him comfortable. One who has 
long been engaged In one establish- 
ment may have a Justifiable pride in 
Ills connection and desire to maintain 
It. Work elsewhere, if It be found, 
will nut be quite the same as in the 
old place.— Journal of («>mmerce.

THE HUN AND DEVASTATION. 

A total of "nil communes or town- 
ships have been partially or totally 
destroyed through military operations 
In France since the beginning of the 
war. according to statistics gathered 
by the Ministry of the Interior and 
published July 1st. These communes 
are distributed over eleven of the de- 
parttnentS of France, Including those 
In Ardennes still occupied wholly by 
the German*, who nre in possession of 
■l.KA towns of the total Sfi.MT In all 
France, or seven per cent. 

Houses to the number of 16,(89 have 
been destroyed and 29,f>(M partially 
destroyed In these communes. In 
118 communes the proportion of houses 
destroyed exceeds âo per cent, while 
It Is R0 per cent, in 74 towns and less 
than 50 per cent In the remainder. 

Public buildings destroyed In I2S 
communes were 881 cburchs. 117!) 
schools. 221 town halls. Hon other pub- 
lic buildings of various sorts, and 80 
bridges. Of these buildings BS bad 
been classed as historic monuments. 
Including the Town llall of Arras 
and the cathedral and Town Hull of 
Ithelms. Three hundred and thirty 
factories which supported B7.000 per* 
sons were destroyed. 



BRITISH TELEPHONE OPERATORS

HISTORY. 

The Northern Ontario forest fire o 
July 29th Inst takes rank as the thin 
most serious fire catastrophe In tin 
history of this continent. The Hlnck 
ley fire In Minnesota, 1894, wns re- 
sponsible for 4IS lives and the burlng 
of over, tua.lion acres. The famous 
Peshtlgo fire in Wisconsin, 1871, kill- 
ed 1,600 and devastated 1,200,000 acres 
of timber, in is: 1 :, occurred the MlrJ* 
Maine, and damage of 3,000,000 acres 
of forest. The flay Belt fire In On- 
tario, wiib 262 lives lost and SOii.OOn 
acres fire-swept takes Its place with 
the Breat disasters of history. The 
Porcupine fire in 1911 killed 84 per- 
sons. 

Ii is noteworthy thai Wisconsin. 
Minnesota. Maine and New llrunswicl, 
have taken Comprehensive measures 
to prevent further disnsters by or- 
ganizing their forest patron systems 
on modern lines, building trails, look- 
out towers, telephones, etc, aa well as 
carefully supervising setilers' clear- 
ing fires, one of the worst sources of

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THE NEW ORDER OF THINGS. 

To the stiulonts returning to McGill and to those who are 
entering her doors for the first time the military aspect of the activi- 
ties of the students should prove a source of thoiitjP and inspira- 
tion. The prominent part that McGill has played in the struggle of 
the Empire is well known and the adoption of compulsory military 
service is another step nlojig the same lines. McGill it will bo re- 
membered was the first University to fully equip and offer the ser- 
vices of a large part of her large and efficient Medical faculty in 
the form of a hospital unit ami then decided to go even further and 
offer a combatant force, represented by the No. G (McGUl) Overseas 
Battery Siege Artillery, which after training at Montreal and Hali- 
fax sailed for England and is there at present completing its course 
of instruction. 

The fact that each of the students of the first three years in 
Crery flticulty will >e required to devote inly :wo hours a week 
to training leaves it that it Avili not interfere with studies to any 
practical extent and moreover the drill will not develop into what 
might be termed the "drudgery ' that to some degree marked the 
work of the past two years when attendance every night was enact- 
ed. Many students who were not in favour of compulsory physical 
training will not. we expect, object to the new order of things, in as 
much as the military training provides one with an education which 
can be turned to account at the prosent time and a knowledge that 
will be useful in the future It provides as well a means of light 
physical exercise that is indispensable to the man who studies day in 
and day out. 

McGill s record in the present war is one of which every stu- 
dent and graduate can' be proud, and the new arrangement will be 
an incentive to even greater things. The long list of names com- 
prising the Roll of Honour printed in this issue testifies in an lin- 
mistakeable manner to the spirit with which McGill men have an- 
swered the call; and there is on doubt whatever that the Univer 
sity will continue to contribute men for both the combatant and bos 
pital units as long as they are required. It is moreover the duty of 
every subject in the Empire to do all in his power along military 
lines and the opportunity to combine Btudy and the acquisition of 
military science is one of which the students should be eager to avail 
themselves.

Of all college activities, the college newspaper is possibly the 
one which brings those engaged in it into closest touch with all classes 
of the University community and the one which proves of the great- 
est value to the student in after life. While the reporter on Hiioh 
a newspaper as the McGill Daily may not notice tho progress which 
he is making, he will find that after a few weeks' experienco he 
is able to write readable English, and that is perhaps one of tin- 
things which many students graduating from our universities seem 
to lack.

There arc indeed few of us whose male 
kith and kin are not doing their bit at the front, and we also feel 
from the bottom of our hearts that we must and will strain evry 
nerve and devote every faculty to help on the cause. Too often we 
say to. ourselves, ' if only 1 were a man." Hut though WE ARB NOT 
MEN, our responsibilities are jmt as heavy as theirs, and we are often 
slackers. We knit a little and we work for the Red Cross spasmodi- 
cally, but so far we have not as a whole College made any real united 
efforts. Let us be brave and face the thing squarely as our brothers 
are doing. Let us be willing to deny ourselves and work really. No 
effort we can make can compare with what our men are sacrificing. 

Nothing has, of course, been decided upon yet, but there is a 
general feeling that we might this year, curtail some of our other so- 
cial activities and devote the time, energy and money thus set free, to 
help on the common cause.

THE GERMANS IN BELGIUM. 

The Hague, Holland — On the -1st 
of .lulj- this year (he national holiday 
nf the llcli;tans was celebrated, as it 
nas last year; only thin time it was 
a d< finite demonstration against the 
German rule in Belgium. The day 
before small leaflets appeared in the 
sh.ip windows saying that the shop 
would be closed next tlay owing to 
(he national holiday: At noon soldiers 
v.ad Gentian police called at every 
shop and business place, ordering the 
leaflets to be removed, and at llie 
same lime Intimating that anyone who 
closed his shop ou the 21st, would 
commit an offense and would be der.lt 
win, according by the German r.tl- 
thorlties. the leaflets were removed 
and the governor was doubtless satis- 
fled with hlniselfi Yel on the follow- 
ing day, there was scarcely one shop 
open In Belgium, and more especially 
iu Brussels. 

Early tn the morning the whole of 
that city was on Its way to neighbor- 
ing excursion places, every one wear- 
ing Belgian colors In the buttonholes. 
In spite of this having likewise been 
prohibited, the women with broad Bel- 
gian ribbons for waist belts, und even 
the children dressed in their Sunday 
clothes had small Belgian and French 
flags, which they carried through the 
streets under their clothes, well hid- 
den from I he eyes of tho Herman sol- 
diers. The whole population had been 
secretly preparing for this silent dem- 
onstration for two or three weeks and 
gavo vent to their feelings quite un- 
concernedly. The Germans have done 
much to strengthen Belgian national 
unity. 1'eoplo who quarreled with 
each other on minor questions of edu- 
cation and religion for yearB now find 
'liât (hey are ono in their feelings for 
the Invader, and they smiled happily 
at each other as, early In the morning. 
Mtey moved out of the city where they 
were not ullowed to celebrate the 
day. 

The German governor Issued pla- 
cards tho Same morning otattng that 
any demonstration or marching In the 
•dreels. nnd any decoration with flags 
was strictly forbidden on July 21, the 
statement concluding with the warn- 
ing that the war was still going on, 
which the Belgians in Brussels seem- 
ed to have forgotten. In the evening 
paner, tho Bruxellois, n notice to this 
effect was also publish. -I. but all this 
bad absolutely no result. Everybody 
closed their shops and early in the 
morning, heure allemande — because 
they distinguish even tho time— the 
streets were crowded with the outgo* 
lag population. Only two of tho larg- 
est lintels opened their cafes but 
even there the waiters refused to 
nerve pnyono after 10 o'clock. The 
Palace hotel was the only place where 
one could get a square meal at lunch 
time and In the evening. During the 
whole day nn Immense silence hung 
over the entire city, even in the out- 
skirts of Brussels, although as a rule 
these places are very noisy. 

All along the Avenue de Tervueren, 
which leads to the beautiful park, 
thousands of excursionists were Blt- 
tlner discussing events, and «8 I 
walked along I could see that when- 
ever n soldier pn«sod. they suddenly 
became silent. Hmall grnuns were 
standing before the governor's plac- 
ards, they read II. looked at each other, 
understood each other, and then 
walked off without a word, giving 
place tn others. 

The whole day, too, one felt as if 
great dennnstrntions silent but 
equally earnest were In nrogress. The 
subdued mass of people peemed to 
have revolted. Even the little boys 
Who were plavlng soldier with paner 
cans, nnd wooden riflnn on their shoul- 
ders marching in n Prussian military 
fashion and shouting tie- German 
words of command learnt from the 
flermnns. seemed to cxpwj the will 
upd powpr of this suppressed vet re- 
bellious nation. I saw an old German 
soldier walking tin to one nf these 
Utile bnvs nnd nsk tho commander 
what regiment tbev br*onped to. or 
something of the kind. The little lead- 
er nf the half dozen lads with a sar- 
castic smile answered: "Xous march, 
ens sur Pnrj R . monsieur." Everyhody 
tAUffhed and even the serious German 
soldier tapped the little boy on the 
shoulder, 

tn the evening the masses returned 
to tho city, the men oven on this hot 
day worn black suits nnd tall hats, 
the women, without excentlnn. wore 
!n black wbh Immense hnneiiots of 
flowers In their hands. On the great 
"nuares soldiers lined the entrance In 
"eder to «ton anv unthnrtng: hun- 
'~eds n f thengnnds of nonnle throne 
""' the streets. Thov were no» allow- 
«d tn step off the sidewalks at every 
10 vnrdR a so'dlor sfn-vl with, fixed 
bamnot tn préserve order, whilst p 
bnttnrv of a'tlllerv moved along the 
main roads nnd across the souarp to- 
wards the Gnrn du Vnrd, as a kind of 
counter demonstration on the part nf 
tho governor of Brussels. Towards 
evening one nf the entrnnres of the 
n alace do Broucltere was onened and 
thousands thronged towards the 
"Anspacb" column where son soldiers 
were sitting or standlnr on the steps 
Some one shouted to the peonle and 
others whlsnered the command all 
along the boulevards " n In place ties 
martvrs." In a few minutes thous- 
ands nnd thousands were on their way 
to tho statue of the martyrs nf the 
revolution against, the Dutch, and a 
most touching sceno followed. The 
women, who all carried flowers, threw 
these bououets to the steps of the 
si nine, numbers hnnded them over to 
others who were standing nearer, and 
In an hour the whole monument was 
covered with beautiful flowers, for 
everybody wanted to participate In 
this touching act. At 11 at night they 
were still there. 



CONVICTS AS STUDENTS. 

LANS1NO, Kan. — 1'nusual com- 
mencement exercises were held re- 
cently at the Kansas penitentiary In 
this city. It was the first time such 
commencement exercises have ever 
been liebl within prison walls In this 
country, it is said, probably not uny- 
where In the world. Thirty-one In- 
mates of the big prison became grad- 
uates of the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege and received the same diplomas 
from the College that the boys and 
girls bail received at Manhattan a 
week previous. 

Pot many years a night school has 
been conducted at the prison fur those 
who cared t" devote their evenings to 
actual' study work; The prison i>rri- 
cluls bave tried to get every man in 
the prison to take up this class work, 
and a considerable number are doing 
11. They must maintain gond disci- 
plinary records during working hours 
and are then allowed so many hours 
of liberty for study in the library or 
in the actual class work. 

Two years ago the agricultural col- 
lege offered to supply the prisoners 
with the complete hume correspond- 
ence courses, which It maintained for 
Students unable to spend the time ac- 
tually In residence at the college. 
These courses are similar tu the cor- 
respondence scie m .is und the extension 
work offered by all of the larger col- 
leges In the country. 

Moru than 100 men availed them- 
selves of the opportunity" offered by 
the college. The courses are given 
free, and, In addition, the college sent 
to the prison, at frequent Intervals, 
the regular college Instructors to give 
lectures on the various subjects and 
special demonstrations. Many books 
îrpm tho college library touching on 
the subjects offered In the correspond- 
ence work were louned to the prison, 
and sumo of the model machinery used 
In the engineering courses were sent 
to I. nnHi.it;. In addition Chaplain Al- 
len acted us a personal instructor, al- 
ways on hand to help the men work 
out any problems they might have. 

The 31 students who were graduat- 
ed recently were students In steam 
and electrical engineering, carpentry', 
blacksmitblng, agricultural nnd motoi 
engineering. They have done prac- 
tically the same work that would 
have been required of them had they 
been students at the agricultural col- 
lege In these courses. Wherever pos- 
sible these men were given practical 
training in the power plant and on 
the farm of the prison. 

An Interesting feature of the work 
is that not n single man wanted to take 
up mining engineering. The state op- 
erates one of the largest coal mine* 
lu Kansas at the prison. The coal is 
used to supply all the state institu- 
tions. Every man sent to prison who 
is able to do so must do his period 
of work iu the prison mine. All of 
the 31 graduates hud worked in the 
mine, but not one cared to continue 
it. 

Some of those who completed their 
Course will not bo released from prison 
for several years. They are planning 
to take up other courses next fall. 
Some of those who were graduated 
will be released in a few months, and 
I the state has found jobs for them. 

The baccalaureate sermon was de- 
livered by a former convict. Ho was 
I Tom Brophy, at one time regarded 
I us one of the "bad men" of the prison. 
I as he had more black marks against 
his record than any otulmost 
his record than almost any other In* 
i mate. Since being released Brophy 
I has "made good," and be came bac': 
tu prcuch "honor" among the convicts.

Once past the time of Cromwell the 
war medal begins to spread Itself out 
in all directions. In the latter part 
of the seventeenth century the most 
famous medals, perhaps, were the "fire 
ship" medals, medals conferred on 
those who had done notable service 
In the all-Important work of those 
days of destroying the enemies' vessels 
by the use of fire ships. In the "fight- 
ing instructions," issued on the 20th 
of April, 1665, by James. Kuke of York, 
the lord high admiral, after recount- 
ing the rewards for ordinary ships, It 
was ileclnred that If the ship filed was 
a flagship, then "ye Récompense in 
money shall be doubled to each man 
performing lit. and ye medall to ye 
Commander shnll be shuth as shall 
particularly ezpress ye Emlnensye of 
ye Service, and his und ye, other of- 
ficers preferment shalbe suitable tto 
ye merltt of ltt." And so the custom 
of conferring medals has continued to 
develop, and each succeeding century 
bos seen wider distributions than ever 
before, not only in tho United King- 
dom, of course, but in many other 
countries. The collector of medals, in- 
deed, has almost us lareg a field to 
druw upon as the collector of coins.

MEDALS AND BADGES. 

The silver badge designed to be 
Issued to officers nnd men of the 
British, Indian and oversea forces, 
who have served at home or abroad 
since tho 4th of August, 1014, adds 
one more to the many medals and 
badges which the world already pos- 
sesses for service Iu peace nnd wnr. 
The history e,f the medal marches 
back into anitqutty with the history 
of the coin. Keir many centuries, it 
has Ibecn a recognized means of com- 
memorating important events, and yet 
the custom of ur.lng medals to do 
honor to those who hnve rendered 
service to their country in time of 
war is comparatively modern. 

These who would extend the ni-.tom 
as fur back as possible, find evi- 
dence of the use of medals amongst 
the Romans, and it is maintained by 
some that tho circular ornaments In 
tho cenrtre of the Human Standards 
were medals. Evidence, however piles 
up against the theory, and the stan- 
dards which may ben seen on tho 
column of Trajan display a boss and 
not a medal as thedr central orna- 
ment. There is some evidence, It is 
true, that the- Chinese, who forestollcd 
the west in most things, forestalled it 
here also, and that during the Hun 
dynasty, in the- first Century A. I)., 
me-dals were struck for war service; 
but, as far as the west is concerned, 

the history of tlu> war medal does not 
extenil further back than the sixteenth 
century. It Is generally taken, al- 
though positive proof Is lacking, that 
the first medals to be Issued for war 
service in Kngland were the famous 
"Armada" medals of Queen Eliza- 
beth. The earliest Is generally styl d 
the '"Ark in Flood" meelal by reason 
of the 1 fact that the reverse side show- 
eel an ark on waves with the rays of 
the sun striking through on to trou- 
bles! waters. This medal was struck 
In l. r >88, and u little later another one 
was produced which wus fushloned In 
gold, silver and copper. The obverse 
of this second medal bore a full face 
bust eif Queen Elisabeth, and the re- 
verse showed an island, around which 
wus a great host eif ships, a varied 
assortment of sea monsters; whilst on 
the island itself might be seen peace- 
ful, Undisturbed houses, a flourishing 
gree-n by atree* and every evielence of 
security, elesplle the* aggressiveness of 
lowering clouds above. 

Whilst the Armada medals may be 
regarded as the beginning of wnr med- 
als in Bngland, the true prototype of 

the war medal of to-elay was, of 
COUne, tie- famous "lumbar Meelal." 
authorised by Parliament In 1650. It 
was the first medal, as far ns Is 
known, to be Issued to nil ranks alike, 
from the humblest soldier lo the COm- 
mander-ln-Chlef, There were tWO Is- 
sues nf the medal, but on the ob- 
verse of both of them was a le-ft pro- 
file bust e>f Oliver Cromwell, with n 
battle raging In the distance. It was 
no Choice of Cromwell's that Ids bl.e- 

ness appeared on the medal. Indeed, 
b.> did most roundly obj,.<-t to any 

such portrayal, lu a letter addressed 
to the "Committee of the army In Lon- 
don." be urges that bis likeness should 
iml appear mi the medal: that one side- 
should show the Parliament anel the 
Other the army, anil be- adds: "Where - 
fore, If I may lug il as a favour from 
you, I most earnestly beseech you, If 
I may do it without offense, that it 
may be- so.

WIDER ASPECT OF THE DRIVE. 

Some of the wider aspects of the 
British and French offensive on the 
Somme are dealt with In a recent 
dispatch from the special correspond- 
ent of the British press with the 
French armies, showing the attack 
was but a part of a wider scheme 
curried out in co-operation with the 
Russians ami Italians. 

The main pivot of the battle of the 
Marne, he .ays, was the defense of 
Nancy. The issue of the whole battle 
depended on tho French holding their 
ground In ll elr positions^ round the 
Qrand Couronne. The ma'ln phot of 
the present battle, which Is being 
fought on a vastly large scale on the 
French-Brltlsh-Itallan and Russian 

fronts, is to be found on the left or 
western wing The main object of 
our armies nd those of the French 
is to hold so great a force of the 
enemy ns to make the operations of 
our allies ! i the centre and on the 
right Irresistible. 

To-day the Germans have on the 
western from 121 infantry divisions 
nnd one cavalry division, while of 
these no fewei than 59 are uctlve di- 
visions; that Is to say, the French 
anil British have In front of them 
nearly two-thirds of the German army 
In the field, and many of these troops 
lire the pick of the enemy's available 
fe ices. On the eastern front the Her- 
man forces consist of 53 Infantry di- 
visions and It cavalry divisions and 
of these only 18 are active divisions. 
To this force must be added the Aus- 
tro-I Iiingari'in troops, which are cer- 
tainly Inferior In fighting value. They 
consist of 47 infantry divisions and II 
cavalry divisions. 

The effective pressure of the Hritlsli 
and French combined armies against 
the German forces in tne west is 

proved by Pi • difficulty and hesitation 
with which teh enemy has attempted 
to re-enforca bis eastern front against 
the great Russian offensive. At the 
moment of the first shock on the east 
he ventured b withdraw four divisions 
and since t'a.t time be has sent a 
single division, the eme hundred and 
twenty-first, from the west to the 
east. This division was withdrawn 
from the Somme, where it had lost 
.1.500 men in prisoners alone, nnd n 
large quantity of artillery. 

As things are at present the Her- 
mans cannot spare a single man from 
this front. Verdun and the Somme 
each of them require the presence of 
20 German divisions iu the first line, 
anel it is clear that the steady methodi- 
cal advance i f the French and British 
will necessitate the maintenance of 
every man available on this front. M. 
Hrland's belief of the unity of front 
has been fully realized. On March 27 
Inst he laid oown nt the Conference of 
Paris the following basis on which the 
Allies must conduct the war against 
the central empires! "A single cause, 
served by a single army fighting on 
a single front .agnlnst n single enemy, 
under one single control." 

To-day It Is possible to regard all 
fields of operation as forming part of 
a single whole Germany did her ut- 
most to anticipate and prevent the 
CO-operatlon of the Allies by her wild 
assault on Verdun. At Verdun France 
held and defeated the German plan, 
with the result that M. Briand's sys- 
tem Is beginning to prove slowly and 
sure-ly that it must be successful. Not 
only have the French held, und, In- 
deed, gained ground at Verdun, but In 
co-eiperatlon with the British. they 
have pushed back the Hermans. The' 
Russians and Italians have made the 
most of the opportunities of the situa- 
tion, and their courage nnd brilliant 
generalship have brought about a de- 
cisive ndvane-e. When the day of fi- 
nal victory arrives, the effort of 
Prance, and that admirable co-ordlna- 
lion of the allied armies, so largely due 
to the genius nf M. Hrland, will be 
realized and appreciated by all those 
who have fought on the side of civili- 
zation.

Already a large number of soldiers are 
returning In n nrnre or less disabled 
Condition. Where n man has been en- 
tirely disabled he, of ceiurse, canned 
call upon his former employer for the 
redemption of the ptomlse. The Pen- 
sion Fund and the Patriotic Fund must 
deal with such a case. Hut there will 
be many eases In Which the disability, 
while sufficient to disqualify the- men 
from further military service, will 
leave them In a condition to be use- 
ful.

Maine. and damage ot 3,000,000 acres 

of forest. The Clay Pelt fire In On- 
tario, with 262 llve-s lost and 800,00(1 
acres fire-swept takes its place with 
the great disasters of history. The

He Joined the Royal Naval Air 
Service In England, and was first re- 
ported missing, but the Adtmralty af- 
terwards informed Ottawa that he is 
a prisoner in Germany, the German 
accounts stating that the British 
sea-plane in which he wns supposed 
to have been flying was captured off 
the coast of Flanders. 

Capt. H. N. Fraser.— Capt. Hugh N. 
Fraser, past student, was with General 
Mercer, when the Germane attacked at 
Hooge. He was taken prisoner. 

Lieut. H. G. Rogers, Past Student. 

— Lieut. H. G. Rogers, wounded und 
tuken prisoner ut Sanctuary Wood, is 
a son of R. H. Rogers, Peterboro. He 
was a cruck footbull player at college, 
and president of the Athletic Associa- 
tion. Before he enlisted at Peter- 
boro, Lieutenant Rogers was in charge 
of the steel work on the C. P. K. in 
Western Canada, and was attached 
to the mounted regiment of which 
Lieutenant-Col. Baker, M.P., Law '00, 
wns in command. Lieutenant Rogers 
is 30 years of age, and single. He is an 
accomplished entertainer, and not long 
before being taken prisoner helped to 
conduct a big concert behind the lines. 

Lance-Corp. C. C. Palliser.— Lance- 
Corp. C. C. Palliser, past student, son 
of Joseph Palliser. K.C.. returned from 
the States to enlist In one of the Uni- 
versities Companies. P.P. C.L.I. He 
was wounded at Hooge, and taken pris- 
oner by the Germans. 

Pte. S. R. Symonds, Arts '18.— Pte. 
Spencer K. Symonds, who served on 
the McGill Dully Staff, while in First 
Year Arts, was shell shocked at Sanc- 
tuary Wood, and taken prisoner by 
the Germans. He was one of the first 
to volunteer for service in the First 
Universities Company, P.P.C.L.I., and 
Is one of three brothers serving with 
the forces. 



WOUNDED. 

Major T. R. Caldwell.— Major Thos. 
R. Caldwell, past student, was wound- 
ed In May while with the 21st Bat- 
talion.

In 18ir.. the beneficiul effects of the 
European war, as affecting manufao- 

j tui'cru and Jobbers in the United Stales, 
Were beginning to be reflected in the 
failure statistics and this improvement 
was even pronounced in the early 
I months of 191 6. 

Under such favorable conditions 
policyholders become too optimistic 
and are inclined to Ignore the neOOS- 
I sity for credit insurance protection, 
relying upon the permanency of the 
present so-called prosperity. This is 
a safe view and conditions now are 
abnormal. The time Is at hand to 
discount the future and prepare for 
the readjustment which will be forc- 
ed upon us at the termination of 
the war. The situation is already 
changing as is indicated by the August 
failure statistics. Many merchants 
have anticipated this and the resulting 
inquiries for this form of insurance 
during the past three months have 
been greatly in excess of the number 
received during the same period a 
year ago. 

Material progress has been made In 
the underwriting of credit insurance 
in the past few years. It Is now* poj- 
sibie to buy u contract affording cov- 

erag, on all a Is atÉiped during the 

yen- of the policy oVllia debtor oc- 
curs during the period or not. In 
fact the debtor need never actually 
commit an act of Insolvency so long 
as the Insured's account hus been fil- 
ed with the company before it luu 
become more than an ugreed numbe 
of days past due under original 
terms of sale. Payment is made by 
tho company within 90 days ufter 
such account is received by It and 
there is no limit to the company's ag- 
gregate liability under the policy, the 
Onlj limit being as to the amount 
probable on a single debtor. 

This new plan Is based upon the 
principle that the Insuring company, 
having the ultimate loss to pay, should 
have the opportunity to handle the 
-accounts against the debtor, and that 
it must receive the claim before it is 
more than a reasonable and agreed 
number of days past due. Indeed no 
' plan of credit Insurance, which does 
I not contemplate the control of all 
'doubtful and failed accounts, Is feas- 
ible. 



A QUESTION OF INSURANCE. 

The Insurance Journal, of New York 
says: "There Is an old Latin legal 
oxiom to the effect that the party- 
found false In one thing may justly 
be regarded afl false in all, It is re- 
ceiving ample demonstration in dally 
conduct of Teutonic nations. There 
was never S more complete aggrega- 
tion of cant, hy pocrisy, treachery and 
faithlessness presented to the con- 
templation of mankind than that sup- 
plied daily by the Germans. They are 
commercial and political 'weltiura' 
par excellence of the nge. 

"The violation of their pledged and 
recorded worn to Belgium differs in 
nothing but size to tin- repudiation of 
their policy contracts at San Fran- 
cisco is nothing sacred to them but 
their own material gain. Written con- 
tracts which turn out unprofitable to 
them are mere 'scraps of paper' which, 
in the last event, are to be promptly 
repudiated. 

"This reference to Teutonic Insu- 
rance tactics in l!bif! Is provoked by 
a recent exposure Of the Munich lies- 
insurance Co., which it is boldly stat- 
ed, hns been trying to swindle insur- 
ers and the State of New York by 
covering up large liabilities In the 
I'nited States by the convenient prac- 
tice of not reporting through its I'nit- 
ed states branch n considerable num- 
ber of Its heavy reinsurance treaties 
In this country. Its I'nited States man- 
ager evidently saw on excellent way 
of avoiding liability here by reporting 
this business direct to the home office 
In Germany and making no note of 
it to the Insurance departments of Ibis 
country. In this wny the I'nited States 
branch was able to shirk hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of reserve liability. 
This fine but very questionable scheme 
was 'put over' for a long time, until 
at last, Commissioner Hardlson of 
Massachusetts and Superintendent 
Hasbrouck of New York, discovered 
it. The New York department at once 
commenced an investigation, which re- 
sulted in the laying bare of a clever

AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS IN 
RU8SIA. 

Canadian manufactuurers of agricul- 
tural machinery have long cast en- 
vious eyes on the Russian market, 
and to some extent eyes on the Rus- 
sian market, and to come extent they 
have been successful in placing their 
machinery in that market. The vast 
opportunities offered, however, now 
that German and Austrian goods are 
excluded, require Immediate and con- 
certed attention from our Industries. 
In a letter to the Department of Tre.de 
and Commerce, Trade Commissioner 
C. F. Just, says thut "the use of dgt't. 
cultural machinery in Russia ha* n 
creased greatly In recent years — In the 
last thirteen years It has quadrupled 
—but is still far below that which ob- 
tains in other countries. In 1913 the 
value of the entire factory production 
in Ilusslu of farm implements and ma- 
chinery was roubles 63,000,000— -while 
that of the imports was about roubles 
50,000,000. 

"At the prosent time when tho man- 
hood of the country, mostly engaged 
In agriculture, hus been callid up for 
military service, the need for replac- 
ing manual by mechanical labor has 
become more pressing than ever. The 
output of th-j local factories has been 
greatly reduced owing to their engage- 
ments to furnish war supplies, and at 
the same time the imports of the 
higher or more complex types of farm 
machinery have fallen far below the 
average, notwithstanding the Interven- 
tion of the Russian Government, which 
obtained a credit last autumn of rou- 
bles 6,000,000 for the purchase abroad 
of this class of machinery. It is under- 
stood similar action will again be tak- 
en by the Government for the re- 
quirements of 1 BIT. The scarcity of 
mechanical appliances for farm work 
extends to all classes of Implements, 
etc. In 1913 Germany and Austria sup- 
plied some rouldes 13,000,000 worth of 
the simpler varieties of agricultural 
Implements, and of that sum roubles 
r,,000,000 represented the Imports of 
ploughs alone. These ploughs were 
largely of the Sack and Kckhurt 
models, and although when normal 
times are reached, the Russian manu- 
facturers will no doubt be able to 
supply the demand for these simple 
ploughs, it Is generally recognized that 
a considerable time must elapse before 
they can overtake the shortage that 
exists owing to the cessation of Ger- 
man imports, and their own reduction 
of output during the war. 

"The opportunities for Canadian 
wor ks which manufacture agricultural 
Implements other than harvesting ma- 
chinery are self-evident, and It is very- 
desirable that they should no longer 
delay taking steps to be represented 
In this market in order to obtain a 
share of thu business that Is to be 
had. It is believed that the formation 
of n Joint selling agency would be the 
most effective means for accomplish- 
ing this purpose, and in order to Im- 
press upon the large buyers before 
peace arrives, the, capacity and the 
preparedness of Canadian works to 
handle the position. 

"The short supply of Implements and 
machinery in Russia has been strik- 
ingly Illustrated In connection with the 
gathering of the hay and rye crops Just 
concluded."

TRADE JOURNALS AND 
■ANKERS. 

The head of . a big bank in a West- 
ern city remarked recently that the 
institution subscribes to a considerable 
number of trade Journals principally 
those which report market conditions 
in various Important industries. The 
list Is made up according to the spe- 
cial Interests of the community In 
which the bank is located, as well as 
the predominance of certain lines of 
trade In the business of the institu- 
tion. 

The object In getting these Journals 
Is two-fold. In the first place, the 
bank is able to keep informed about 
conditions In the lines In which Its 
customers are engaged, and thus can 
discuss Intelligently with them the de- 
velopments In their own businesses. 
This alone Is an Important considera- 
tion. The knowledge obtained from 
the market reports In the trade Jour- 
nals likewise puts the bank In pos- 
session of Information which is often 
of service in determining the advis- 
ability of extending lines of credit. 
The head of the bank referred to ap- 
pears to regard the relatively small 
amount of money invested in trade 
Journal subscriptions as well spent, 
and makes a point of having the 
papers read regularly not only by 
himself but others In positions of 
authority. While It might not be prac- 
ticable for the average banker to take 
trade Journals in all lines represented 
in his city. It would certainly pay to 
make an Intensive study of the mor» 
Important ones by means of the In- 
formation which Is obtainable through 
the medium of the trade press. — The 
financier. 



EXHIBITION OF ENEMY GOODS. 

The exhibition of samples of Ger- 
man manufactured goods now on view 
at the Winter Club, Montreal, is a 
most notable example of "prepared- 
ness" and foresight on the part of the 
Department of Trade and Commerce. 
No better means could have been de- 
vised to further the development of 
our export trade by thus fitting our- 
selves to take advantage of our share 
in the foreign commerce left unpro- 
vided for by the withdrawal of Ger- 
many's trade from the markets of the 
world. 

Arrangements were made recently 
by the Hon. Sir George K. Foster with 
the Board of Trade of the I'nited King- 
dom to bring to Canada some eight 
thousand samples of goods of German 
and Austrian manufacture drawn from 
about seventy markets all over the 
world. The exhibition will be on view 
until October 7th, when the samples 
will be taken to Toronto to be shown 
In the Convocation Hall, In the Tor- 
onto University, fur two weeks from 
October 23rd to November 4th. Mr. 
Kershaw, who Is lln charge of the ex- 
hibit is able to give very valuable in- 
formation concerning the goods and 
takes pleasure In discussing with our 
manufacturers the ways and means of 
reproduction in Canada. 

The exhibition Is well arranged ac- 
cording to the various classes of goods 
such as textiles, haberdashery, fancy 
and leather goods, glassware and 
crockery, hardware, enamel goods, 
tools, cutlery, electro goods and so 
forth. Naturally German exports cov- 
er a far wider range of articles than 
this, but it has been the aim of the 
Department to concentrate on such 
lines as can be readily produced In 
Canada. 

A careful study of the exhibits re- 
veals a vast nmount of Information to 
the Initiated. In almost every cose 
price tags are attached, giving prices 
f. o. b., or c. i. .f. for the various Im- 
porting countries with the nmount Of 
discount system is worthy of serious 
consideration, as lo It Is attributed 
much of their success in markets ac- 
customed to long term payments, such 
as Russia or South Africa. Two plows 
are shown, one of a single furrow 
for £6. Ninety days credit was allow- 
ed on both with a 2R per cent discount 
for cosh. It Is well imagined how such 
easy payments are appreciated hy a 
farming community whose monetary 
returns come In lump sums nt harvest 
lime Instead of as a weekly Income as 
In the case of those engaged in com- 
merce. 

A sympathetic consideration of the 
export market to which the goods are 
destined Is everywhere apparent. In- 
dustrial Germany did not force Its own 
idens on the people of other coun- 
tries—that was left for the military 
caste to attempt with the help of heavy 
artillery— but rather offered them 
good to which they were already ac- 
customed. Conspicuous among the ex- 
hibits ore brightly colored shawls and 
blankets for the Italian peasants and 
African negroes, feres for Abyssinia, 
razors worth a farthing each for the 
Knfflr tribes of Africa, tiff en cans for 
India, large knives for harvesting 
maize In primitive countries where 
reapers are not used, tartans for Scot- 
land, and cheap rubbish — the dregs of 
Industry, as Mr. Kershaw aptly ex- 
presses It— suitable for the poorest 
quarters of every city. 

Of particular Interest lo pulp and 
paper manufacturers are samples of 
paper twine and a tough canvas cloth 
woven from paper yarn. Wood fibre 
scarves and stocking are also shown. 



For perhaps the firsl time in history 
the Faculty of Medicine is to conduct, 
this session, two separate anil dis- 
tinct courses for the final year in 
Medicine. This is brought about by 
the fact that the returned siuudenl* 
who were overseas with the hospital 
and ambulance units have been work- 
ing all summer, and huve Just c;c.- 
pleted the fourth year. 

In addition, last year's •••j-ular 
fouurth year have already put in the 
months of May, June and September 
and therefore are three months in ad- 
vance of the overseas men. ll is ex- 
pected that the fifth year summer 
course students will graduate in Jan- 
uary and the overseas men at the regu- 
lar time. 

The Faculty of Medicine is to be 
congrutuluuted upon their action in 
making these courses possible, ns the 
additional teaching duties have im- 
posed many hardships upon them dur- 
ing the summer. That their action 
was a wise one seems lo be borne out 
by the fact that the War Office has 
sent all medical students back to fin- 
ish their courses, and also that the 
demand for medical service is as great 
as ever. 

The course has proved very popular 
among the students, as Is s*wn by 
the fact that every student of luBt 
year's fourth year, without exception, 
has taken the special course. Just how- 
many will graduate in January de- 
pends upon the continued energy of 
the Meds., and the mercy of the Fac- 
ulty.

GREAT NORTHERN PENSION 
PLAN. 

Directors of the Great Northern Rail- 
way have set aside the sum of $1,- 
000,000 to endow a pension plan for vet- 
eran employees. The new plant went 
Into effect on the nnnlversary of the 
birth of the lste James J. HID. The 
appreciation will be Invested In bonds, 
Interest of which will be used for 
pensions, but if the fund thus created 
prove Inefficient the deficit will be 
paid out of earnings and Included In 
operating expenses. F.mployees are 
lo tie retired at the age of 70. but 
may voluntarily quit at BS and receive 
pensions. The system will take In 
those employees who have been con- 
tinuously In service for twenty years 
or more. For each year of service an 
allowance of 1 per cent of the aver- 
age monthly pay received for the ten 
years preceding retirement will be 
paid, but In no case will the payment

Flour consumption of the world hus 
been Increasing at a faster rate in the 
last sixteen years than In any similar 
period, says the "Dixie Miller." The 
twentieth centuury has witnessed great 
strides In the broadening of white flour 
consumption. Wheat flour has sup- 
planted, to some extent, other foods 
in China, Japan and India, and it Is 
In these countries, rather t lia n In Bur« 
ope or In North America, that the 
amounut of flour being consumed at 
this time is so much larger than fif- 
teen or twenty years ugo. says, "Mill- 
ing and Grain News." White flour is 
still an unknown article of food in 
manv parts of China and Japan, l'nrts 
of South America and Africa are still 
unucquauinled with the value of white 
flour, and the possibilities of enlarg- 
ing the consumption of wheat flour, 
are such that it Is indeed curuinus 
that the possible output of flour mills 
of the world to-day is at least 35 per 
cent In excess of consumption. 

What has been the rate of Increase 
In recent years? A world authority 
places the gain at 10,000.000 bushels 
annuauUy. This may be a small ex- 
aggeration, but the increase in the 
use of flour In China and Japan must 
not be under-estimated. The United 
States has shown a large per capita 
Increase. I South America and Africa, 
considered at one time very small con- 
sumers of flour, are rapidly being 
converted to the many uses of white 
flouru. Although rice Is still the prin- 
cipal article of diet in the Orient, the 
larger demand for white flouru in China 
and Japan Is reflected In the increas- 
ed production of wheat and the extens- 
ive additions to the flouru mill ca- 
pacity of these countries. Wherever 
wheat Is grown and where white flour 
Is made, there is sure to be developed 
a demand for the "staff of life." This 
Is the case in the Orient. In the next 
few years flour consumption there 
will probnbly show a bigger gain than 
In the past. 

Aside from the larger demand for 
flour In the Orient, other sections of 
the world have been using the product 
of wheat more extensively. The per 
capita gain In Kurope hns been large, 
and It Is natural to expect that, in the 
years following the war, Kuropean 
countries will eat more bread than ever 
befoi . White bread is a cheap food, 
and the ravaged countries of Kurope, 
already known nB the largest consum- 
ers of flour, will eat more than ever 
before. 

The United States per capita of 
white flour Is being augmented by pub- 
licity campaigns and food studies. That 
It Is capable of a large Increase is 
Indicated by the fact that n number of 
European countries consume an aver- 
age of more than seven bushels of 
wheat annually for every person, while 
the consumption in the United States 
Is barely five and one-half bushels. 
Still, flour consumption in this. country 
Is now larger than 10 years ago. and 
the value of white flour is being ap- 
preciated more and more every year. 

There need never be any doubt that 
the production of whent will always 
Increase faster than consumption. This 
generation, at least, need bother It- 
self only with mentis for increasing 
the demand for wheat flour. Where 
wheat Is a profitable crop It will al- 
ways be produced. Wheat is profitable 
to farmers now and has been profit- 
able in the last few years. Many 
parts of the world are adapted to 
wheat production, and uncultivatetd 
sections » ill be sown to wheat as the 
demand for wheat flour increases. If 
flour consumption Is gaining nt the 
rate of 100.00,000 bushels every year 
as Indicated by figures on world wtaat 
production to-day and ten years ago. 

The growing popularity of white flour 
among the people of the world re- 
flects a better standard of living 
as compared wdth earlier years. There 
Is hardly a home In this country that 
does not serve white flour to-day In 
some form at every menl. and this is 
not because of Its cheapness, but be- 
cause of its vnlue as a food product. 
Some day this will be true of all the 
homes of the world. Th • product of 
the wheat berry is a refined food, and 
a big Increase In Its consumption means 
a healthier and wealthier people.

BRITISH TRADE BANK. 

The establishment of a British trade 
hank with a capital of L 1 0.000.000 has 
heen recommended by a commit tee of

The committee wan appointed to con- 
sider (he hem means of meeting the 
needs of the British firms after the 
war, with particular reference to 
HnaTiHnK tofsj* overscan Contracts. It 
HtiKfcesls that the Df'OjJOMd I >a n U could 
fill the Hap between the home hanks 
and the colonial and foreign British 
Institutions, nnd develop facilities no! 
pruvided l>y the present system. 



AecordliiK to the returns received hy 
the Finance Department from business 
i < artada, the total 
number of companies which will be 
OOiigOd to contribute to the business 
tax will be approximately 2,500. Cir- 
culars were sent out to all companies 
early in the summer requiring them to 
submit financial statements, and there 
has been a ready Compliance with the 
request, (nit of about 20, «00 firms cir- 
cularized, however. It is found thnt only 
about thirteen per cent, come within 
the provisions of the act requiring 
contributions to the Federal Treasury 
of excess profits over the seven and 
I n ner cent, dividends on 
capitalisation. According; to the re- 
luiiia winch have been made there Is 
every indication that the $28,000,000 
of revenue estimated by the Finance 
.Minister for the three years' operation 
of the tax will be fully realized. In 
fact, it Is bkely to be considerably 

higher. 

i ne first instalment of tnxes Is due 
on November 1st next, and the revenue 
from the tax this year will likely run 
over seven million dollars. Next year's 
revenue from the tax will probnbly be 
considerably higher owing to the pro- 
visions of the act regarding the Com- 
puting years on which the (ax is made 
out.

"The work will not he the same each 
year, for the exercises will become muer 
complicated and will present a grad- 
ual continuation without repetition. We 
have had an object lesson in the seri- 
ousness of the crisis Which confront:' 
us. And compulsory military train- 
ing will serve two ends, first as the 
easiest and most obvious form of phy- 
sical training, and as u means of meet- 
ing this real crisis In our national life. 
Such training will develop character 
and physique. A man who has won 
all the prizes is of no value without 
those two qualities, as a famous edu- 
cator puts It, character comes first, 
then physique, Intelligence, general all 
round ability, manners, and lastly, In- 
formation." It is the greatest of these 
attributes that such military training 
will Increase." 

.1. A. Nicholson, B.A., LL.D., Re- 
gistrar of the University .agreed with 
Sir William. "Military drill is one 
the best forms of physical culture, anil 
at the same time It fits a man for 
military service if required. It Is Im- 
possible as things are at McOIll to give 
adequate gymnastic training to all stu- 
dents and this form of military can 
he taken by everyone." 

Prof. Frank D. Adnms, Dean of 
Applied Science, said, "We shouM do 
what we can to train all our men. We 
have no gymnasium. This military will 
serve to fit men for the front nnd also 
will give needed physical exercise. At 
present this has been adopted only for 
the duration of the war nnd will not 
necessarily be extended Into times of 
peace. Our university wants to do Its 
duty. Half the men enrolled In the 
Science Faculty have gone on active 
service. Last year we kept our work 
shops open, in making munitions. Now 
we have a means to prepare all men 
for military service." 

At O.O.T.C. headquarters yesterday 
no information was available regard- 
ing the programme of drills which the 
Contingent will carry Into effect dur- 
ing the year. It Is understood, how- 
ever, that virtually the same hours 
will prevail as whs the case yester- 
day, thnt Is, four hours of drill u week, 
with a similar space of time every 
alternnte Saturday. It is understood 
to be the Intention of the C. O. T. C, 
to commence drills 011 October 12, the 
work being taken up during the course 
of drills and lectures being sufficient 
to qualify a candidate for a commis- 
sion upon the conclusion of the year's 
work. It is proposed to conduct ex- 
aminations at stated periods through 
the year In order that the mass of 
these may not come at one time. 

The curriculum of the PaCU^' of 
Arts has been changed In several re- 
spects through action by the Faculty. 
Third and Fourth year students en- 
deavoring to pick out their course un- 
der the new regulations have fourni 
it a most pleasant Indoor game, and 
there are many complaints Concerning 
the complicated arrangement of the 
schedule of courses.

InfhUnce of the University on 
War is Capably Pointed Out. 



Inspired by a Summer visit to Eng- 
land and France, and fairly outdoing 
himself in eloquence and mastery of 
English, Sir William (Principal) 
Peterson opened the Session of llilli- 
17 for McOIll University at the Royal 
Victoria College yesterday afternoon, 
with a thrilling address on McC.il! and 
her Influence In the war 

The main section of the Auditorium 
was filled with the members of the R. 
V. C, while a fair audience of the 
men Students were scattered along the 
sides of the hall. Sir William held the 
platform for the entire meeting. .Miss 
Hurlbatt, the Warden of the Royal 
Victoria College, and Dean Moyse 
were among the faculty members pres- 
ent. 

Sir William expressed his great 
pleasure at being able to once more 
greet McOIll men. both new and old, 
and welcome them back to the more 

arduous duties of the College session. 
There are now left at McGill but a 
mere remnant of the men of the Mc- 
OIll, as It was before the war. This 
year the Campus is still In use by the 
King's soldiers, as formerly. This Is 
as It should be. As we were, In the 
days before the war, proud of our green 
and well kept Campus, we are equally 
proud of the muddy Campus .tramp- 
ed upon by the feet of hundreds of the 
King's men .as It is today To Fresh- 
men he wished to fay that they could 
not have Joined McGill when lis nume 
stood higher than today. In fact, all 
Universities stand higher today than 
before the war. One begins to realize 
there is contact between the Uni- 
versity and the worid at large now. 

During his visit to Prance, the Prin- 
cipal inspected Ihe Canadian hospitals 
on the Ilrltish front, among which was 
the McOIll Hospital. Military authori- 
ties without exception put the Mc- 
OIll Hospital as the best In Krnnce. 
On the Eastern front, the Toronto 
boys should have as much credit. Uni- 
versities are becoming greater and

Not content with raising nnd equip- 
ping the fine.it Hospital Unit that 
has been sent to the front in the 
present war, McGill went a Btep far- 
ther nnd made another contribution 

in the No. 8 (McGill) Oversells Bat- 
tery Beige Artillery. The Hospital Unit 
was acknowledged us the most effi- 
eietit and completely equipped unit 
that tins been sent from nny part of 
the Empire, and in lis own sphere the 
Battery measures up to the same high 
standard. 

Recruited from college men, mostly 
McGill men, commanded by college 
graduates and professors, nnd equip- 
ped by McGill University with the as- 
sistance of ils numerous societies and 

friends, the unit bears Hint stamp of 
(liiality which accompanies every pro- 
duct of McGill. 

The Unit wns authorized on April 
2r.H1, and training and recruiting com- 
menced Immediately. The tact that 
by -May liith, the linttery bad its full 
complement of officers nnd nun Is u 

tribute to the manner In which Mc- 
Gill wholeheartedly entered Into the 
undertaking. At first the Battery 

trained In both Halifax and Montreal, 
the part of the Unit tit Halifax num- 
bering ut that time four officers nnd 
fifty men, and taking Instruction ut 
the Royal School of Artillery. The 
balance of the Unit arrived at Halifax 
on .Inly 15th, and from then until they 
sailed received special Instruction and 
practice in all branches of selge artil- 
lery. 

The credit for the organisation of 
this unit should be Riven to three men, 
Sir William Peterson, Principal of Mc- 
giii University, Principal Froser, of 
the Presbyterian f'nllego of Montreal, 
and Prof. Cyrus McMillan, of McGill 
rniverslty. The object underlying the 
formation of this unit was to provide 
for students an opportunity to use 
their talent and scientific knowledge

KILLED IN ACTION. 

Lt. Col. G. H. Baker, Law '00.— 

Lt.-Col, (i. II. Baker, killed In action In 
June was a member of the House of 

Commons for Brome County. He wns 
born on November 4, 187", at Sweets- 
berg. Que., the son of Senator George 
B. linker, of United Empire Loyalist 
descent, lie was educated ut Bishop's 
College School, Berthier Grammar 

School nnd McGill. Immediately af- 
terwards called to the bar he prac- 
tised first at Sweetsberg with hi. fa- 
ther, and since 1907 in Montreal. He 
was 11 member of the firm of Chauvin. 

Baker and Walter, lie was elected 

to the House of Commons as Conser- 
vative member for Brome in the gen- 
eral elections of September 21, 1911, 
defeating the lion. Sydney Fisher. 

He is the first Canadian M. P. to 
be killed In action. 

In 1904 he became major command- 
ing A Squadron 18th Scottish Light 
Dragoons, and in 1914 became lieuten- 
ant-colonel, in j 01 r, h. was appoint* 
ed lieutenant-colonel of the 5th 
Mounted Corps for overseas 'service. 

Lt.-Col. R. P. Campbell, Arts '97. 
Med. '01.— When a shell struck the 
advanced aid post In which he wns 
engaged in dressing the wounds of 
some seriously injured soldiers, Lt.- 
Col. Roland Playfair Campbell was 
killed in the September offensive on 
the Somme front. Dr. Roland Play- 
fair Campbell was bom In Montreal In 
IS7ti. son of the late Rev. Prof. John 
Campbell. He attended the Montreal 
High School, In 1890 nnd 1891. nnd In 
1897 graduated In Arts at McGill, 
With honors. Four years later he re- 
ceived his degree of M.D... CM., from 
the same university with honors in 
aggregate In all subjects. 

He Immediately entered the Mont- 
real General Hospital ns an interne 
and remained for two years. In 1903 
he proceedeil to Germany and studied 
under MickuliCS, acting as one of his 
assistants. 

Returning to Montreal he received 
the appointment as medical superin- 
tendent of the Montreal General 
Hospital In 1904. Ho filled this posi- 
tion with credit for two years. In 
190IÎ, Dr. Campbell was made a sur- 
geon to the out initient department of 
the Montreal General Hospital, and 
started to practise In Montreal. When 
the Genito-Urinary Service was creat- 
ed at the hospital, Dr. H. p. Campbell 

was chosen ns surgeon-in-charge, and 
continued In active charge until he 
left for the front. He has acted ns 
pathologist to the hospital on several 
occasions. 

Dr. Campbell has been In mllltnry 
life since 1904. When the war com- 
menced he was In command of No. 5 
Field Ambulance and although In bed 
at the time, he volunteered immedi- 
ately to go to Valcnrtler with his 
whole unit. Within a few weeks he 
was in Valcartler with most of his 
field ambulances. A rearrangement 
occurred and he went to Knglnnd In 
September. 1914, with the First 
Canadian Division, C IS. F„ attached 
to No. 1 Canadian General Hospital. 
Later he returned to Canada to com- 
mand Nn. VI Field Ambulance, C. 
E. F., which unit left Montreal in May, 
1915. 

In July, he proceeded to France 
and had been in Flanders continu- 
ously.

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THE NEW ORDER OF THINGS. 

To tho students returning to Med ill nnd to those who are 
entering her doors for the first time the military aspect of the aetivi- 
ties of the students should prove u source of thou^l and inspira- 
tion. The prominent part that MeGill has played in the struggle of 
the Empire is well known and tho adoption of compulsory military 
service is another step along the same lines. MeGill it will bo re- 
membered was the first University to fully equip and offer the ser- 
vices of a large part of her large and efficient Medical faculty in 
the form of a hospital unit and then decided to go even further and 
offer a combatant force, represented by the No. G (.MeGill) Overseas 
Battery Siege Artillery, which after training at Montreal and Hali- 
fax sailed for England and is there at present completing its course 
of instruction. 

The fact that each of the students of the first three years in 
every faculty vill >e required to devote inly :\vo hours a ween- 
to training leaves it that it will not interfere with studies to any 
practical extent and moreover the drill will not develop into what 
might be termed the 'drudgery' that to some degree marked the 
work of the past two years when attendance every night was enact- 
ed. Many students who were not in favour of compulsory physical 
training will not, we expect, object to the new order of things, in as 
much as the military training provides one with an education which 
can be turned to account at the present time and a knowledge that 
will be useful in the future It provides as well a means of lighl 
physical exercise that is indispensable to the man who studies day in 
and day out. 

McOill's record in the present war is one of which every stu- 
dent and graduate can' be proud, and the new arrangement will be 
an incentive to even greater things, The long list of names com- 
prising the Roll of Honour printed in this issue testifies in an un* 
mistakeable manner to the spirit with which MeGill men have an- 
swered the call; and there is on doubt whatever that the Univer- 
sity will continue to contribute men for both the combatant and hos- 
pital units as long as they are required. It is moreover the duty of 
every subject in the Empire to do all in his power along military 
lines and the opportunity to combine study and the acquisition of 
military science is one of which the students should be eager to avail 
themselves.

An earnest appeal is made to University students who 
are at all interested in newspaper work to call around at the Daily 
office in the Union where there is always some member of the 
editorial staff in attendance. It is not necessary that applicants 
should have had any previous experience in journalism, the only 
requisite being a cheerful desire to do a couple of hours work each 
week.

THE GERMANS IN BELGIUM. 

The Hague, Holland — On the 21st 
of July t Ills year the national holiday 
of th" Belgians r.;us celebrated, as it 
was last year; only this time it vras 
a definite demonstration against the 
German rule in Belgium The day 
before small leaflets appeared In tho 
shop windows saying that the shop 
would be closed next day owing to 
the national holiday. At noon soldiers 
mid Uerman police called at every 
shop and business place, ordering tjie 
leaflets to bo removed, and ut lue 
same time Intimating that anyone who 
closed his shop on the 21st, would 
commit an offense and would be dealt 
with according by the German r.-.l- 
thorltlesi '1'lns leaflets were removed 
and the governor was doubtless satis- 
fied with himself: Yet on tho follow- 
ing ilay ( there was scarcely' one shop 
open In Helgium, and more especially I 
In Brussels, 

Early In the morning the whole of i 
that city was on Its way to neighbor- 1 
log excursion pinces, every one wear- ' 
ing Belgian colors tu the buttonholes. 
In spite of tills having likewise been 
prohibited, the women with broad Uel- 
gian ribbons for waist belts, and even 
the children dressed In their Sunday 
Clothes had small Belgian and French 
flags, which they carried through the 
streets under their clothes, well hid- 
den from the eyes of tho Herman sol' 
dlers. Tho whole population had been 
secretly preparing for this silent dem- 
onstration for two or three weeks and 
gave vent to their feellngB quite un- 
concernedly. Tin- Germans have done 
much to strengthen Belgian national 
unity. People who quarreled with 
each other on minor questions of edu- 
cation and religion for years now find 
'hat they are ono in their feelings for 
tho Invader, and they smiled happily 
at each other as, ourly In tho morning, 
'hey moved out of the city where they 
ivero not ullowod to celebrato the 
day. 

The German governor Issued pla- 
cards the same morning stating that 
any demonstration or marching In the 
atroets. and nny decoration with flags 
was strictly forbidden on July 21, the 
statement concluding with the warn- 
ing that tho war wns still going on, 
which the Belgians in Brussels seem- 
ed to have forgotten. In the evening 
paper, the Bruxellois, a notice to this 
effect was also published, but all this 
had absolutely no result. Everybody 
closed their shops and early in the 
■nornin-r. heure allemande — because 
they distinguish even the time — the 
streets were crowded with the outgo- 
ing population. Only two of tho larg- 
est hotels opened their cafes luit 
even there the waiters refused to 
nerve tniynnn after 10 o'clock. The 
Palace hotel was the only plnce where 
ono could get a square meal at. lunch 
time and In the evening. During the 
whole day an Immense silence hung 
over the entire city, even in tho out- 
skirts of Brussels, although as a rule 
these places are very noisv. 

All along the Avenue de Tervueren. 
which leads to the beautiful park, 
thousands of excursionists were Bit- 
tin-.* discussing events, and as i 
walked along 1 could see that when, 
ever n soldier passed, they suddenly 
became silent. Pmall groups were 
standing before the governor's plac- 
ards, they read it. looked at ench other, 
unrierntood each other, and then 
walked off without ti word, giving 
lilnre to others. 

The whole day, too, one felt as if 
great dennnstratlons silent hut 
equally earnest were in progress. The 
subdued mass of people seemed to 
have revolted. Even the Jlttle boys 
who were plnvlng soldier with miner 
cans, nnd wooden rifles on their shoul- 
ders marching in a Prussian military 
fnrhlon nnd shouting the. German 
words of command learnt from the 
Germans. Roomed to oxprnm the will 
and powpr of thin suppressed vet re- 
bellious nation. 1 snw an old German 
soldier walking up lo one of these 
l'ttlo bnvp and ask the commander 
what regiment thev beSinrod to. or 
something of tlm kind. The tittle lead- 
er of th" half dozen lads with a snr- 
cnstle stnllo answered: "Vous march- 
ons sur Peris, monsieur." Everybody 
laughed and even the serious German 
soldier tapped the little hoy on the 
shoulder, 

In the evening the mnsses returned 
to tho ctty. tho men even on this hot 
dny worn black suits and tall lints. 
• he women, without excentlon. wore 
'n black with immense bouquets of 
"o-vors In their hands. On the great 
«oiinres soldiers lined (lie entrance In 
order to stnn nnv pqtliertng: hun- 
'-eds of thousands of nennle throne 
Od the streets Thev were not nllow- 
o-l to step off tho SideWntkS nt everv 
10 vnrds ft so'dtor ato-vl with fixed 
*ir>ve[|ot to preserve order, whilst t> 
bnttorv of a-'ttllerv moved along the 
main roads nnd across the souarp to- 
wards the Gnre du Vnrd, ni a kind of 
counter demonstrnMnn on the nart of 
tho governor of nrusnels. Towards 
evening ono of the entrances of the 
"a lace de Brouckere wns onenerl and 
thousands thronged towards the 
"Anspach" column where 3no soldiers 
were sitting or standing on the steps 
Some one shouted to the people and 

others whispered the command all 

along the boulevards " n In plaen des 
martyrs." In S few minutes thous- 
ands and thousands were on their way 
to the statue of the martyrs of the 
revolution against the Dutch, and a 
most touching scone, followed. The 
women, who all carried flowers, threw 
these bottouetH to the steps of the 
statue, numbers handed them over to 
others who were standing nearer, nnd 
In an hour the whole monument was 
covered with beautiful flowers, for 
everybody wanted to participate In 
this touching act. At 11 at night they 
were still there. 



CONVICTS AS STUDENTS. 

LANSING, Kan. — Unusual com- 
mencement exercises were held re- 
cently at the Kansas penitentiary in 
this ctty. It was the first time such 
commencement exercises have cv.r 
been held within prison walls in this 
country. It Is said, probably not any- 
where In the world. Thirty-one In- 
mates of the big prison became grad- 
uates of the Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege and received the same diplomas 
from the college that the boys and 
girls had received at Manhattan ■ 

week previous. 

For many years a night school has 
been conducted at the prison for those 

who tared lo devote their evenings to 
OetUal* Study Work: The prison offi- 
cials have tried lo get every man in 
the prison to take up this class work, 
and s considerable number nre doing 
It. They must maintain good disci- 
plinary records during working hours 
and nre then allowed so many hours 
of liberty for study in the library or 
in the actual class work. 

Two years ago the agricultural col- 
lege offered to supply the prisoners 
with the complete home correspond- 
ence courses, which M maintained for 
students unable to spend the lime ac- 
tually In residence at Hie college. 
These courses are similar to the cor- 
respondence schools and the extension 
work offered by all of the larger col- 
leges In the country. 

Morn than 100 men availed them- 
selves of the opportunity" offered by 
the college, The courses are given 
free, and, In addition, the college sent 
to the prison, at frequent Intervals, 
the regular college Instructors to give 
lectures on the various subjects and 
special demonstrations. Many books 
from tho college library touching on 
the subjects offered In tho correspond- 
ence work wen- loaned to the prison, 
and some of the model machinery used 
In the engineering courses were sent 
to Lunsing, In addition Chaplain Al- 
len acted us a personal instructor, al- 
ways on hand to help the men work 
out any problems they might have. 

Thé 31 students who were graduat- 
ed recently were students In steum 
and electrical engineering, carpentry, 
blocksmithing, agricultural and motoi 
engineering. They have done prac- 
tically the same work that would 
have been required of them had they 
been students at tho agricultural col- 
lege In these courses. Wherever pos- 
sible these men were given practical 
training In the power plant and on 
the farm of the prison. 

An Interesting feature of the work 
is that not a single man wanted to take 
up mining engineering. The state op- 
erates one of the largest coal mines 
in Kansas nt the prison. The coal is 
used to supply all the state Institu- 
tions. Every man sent to prison who 
is able to do so must do his period 
of work in the prison mine. All of 
the 31 graduates had worked in the 
mine, but not one cared to continue 
it. 

Some of those who completed their 
Course will not bo released from prison 
for several years. They are planning 
to take up other courses next fall. 
Some of those who were graduated 
will be released In a few months, and 
the state has found Jobs for them. 

The baccalaureate sermon was de- 
livered by n former convict. He was 
Tom Brophy, at one time regarded 
us one of the "bad men" of tho prison, 
as he hud more black marks against 
his record than any otulmost 
Ills record than almost any other in- 
mate. Since being released Brophy 
has "made good," and ho came back 
to preach "honor" among the convicts. 



may truly say ti will be very thank- 
fully acknowledged by me, if you will 
spare the having my effigies in it." 
Parliament, however, would not hear 
Of it. and, as has been said, the Pro- 
tectors' "effigy" 'is made the prom- 
inent feature on the obverse of both 
medals. The army is there, It Is true, 
but it Is only s background and "Ihe 
effigy's the thing." 

Once past the lime of Cromwell the 
war medal becins to spread itself out 
in all directions. In the latter part 
of the seventeenth century the most 
famous medals, perhaps, were the "fire 

ship" medals, medals conferred on 

those who had done notable service 
in the all-Important work of those 
days of destroying the enemies' vessels 
by the use of fire ships. In the "fight- 
ing Instructions," issued on the 20th 
of April. 1fi«â, by James, Duke of York, 
the lord high admiral, after recount- 
ing the rewards for ordinary ships, it 
was declared that If the ship fired was 
a flagship, then "ye Recompense In 
money shall be doubled to each man 
performing Itt, and ye medall to ye 
Commander shall be sbuth as shall 
particularly ezpress ye ISmlnensye of 
ye Service, and his and ye. other of- 
ficers preferement shall. e suitable tto 
ye merltt of ltt." And so the custom 
of conferring medals lias continued to 
develop, and each succeeding century 
has seen wider distributions than ever 
before, not only in tho United King- 
dom, of course, but in many other 
countries. The collector of medals, in- 
deed, has almost as lareg a field to 
draw upon as the collector of coins.

MEDALS AND BADGES. 

The silver badge designed to be 
Issued to officers and men of the 
British, Indian und oversea forces, 
who have served nt homo or abroad 
since the 4th of August, lt)l4. adds 
one more to the many medals anil 
badges which the world already pos- 
sesses for service In pence and war. 
The history of the medal marches 
back Into antiquity with the history 
of the coin. For many centuries, It 
has tbecn a recognized means of com- 
memorating Important events, and yet 
the custom of uidng medals to do 
honor to those who have rendered 
service to their country in time of 
war Is comparatively modern. 

Tl.i se who would extend the JU/ltom 
as far back as possible, find evi- 
dence of the. use of medals amongst 
the Romans, and it is maintained by 
some that the circular ornaments In 
Ihe cenrtre of the Roman Standards 
were medals. Evldonce, however piles 
up against the theory, and the stan- 
dards which may ben seen on the 
column of Trajan display a boss and 
not a medal as their central orna- 
ment. There is some evidence. It is 
true, that the Chinese, who forcstolled 
the west In most things, forestalled it 
here also, and that during the Han 
dynasty, in tho first Century A.D.. 
medals were struck for war service; 
but, as far as the west is concerned, 
the history of the war medal does not 
extend further back than the sixteenth 
century. It is generally taken, al- 
though positive proof Is lacking, that 
the first medals to be Issued for war 
service in Knglnnd were the famous 
"Armada" medals of Queen Elisa- 
beth, The earliest is generally styl .1 
the "Ark In Flood" medal by reason 
of the fact that Ihe reverse side show- 
ed un ark on waves with ttic rays of 
the sun striking through on to trou- 
bled waters. This medal was struck 
in I and a little later unothcr one 
was produced which was fashioned In 
gold, silver and copper. The obverse 
of this second medal bore a full face 
bust of Queen lOllzabeth, and the re- 
verse showed an island, around which 
was a great host of ships, a varied 
assortment of sea monsters; whilst on 
the Island Itself might be seen peace- 
ful, undisturbed bouses, a flourishing 
green by atree mid every evidence of 
security, despite the aggressiveness of 
lowering clouds above. 

Whilst the Armaria medals may be 
regarded as the beiiinnlng of war med- 
als in England, tin' true prototype of 

the war medal of to-day was, of 
course, the famous "lumbar Medal." 

authorised by Parliament in i860, it 

was the first medal, us fnr as Is 
known, to be issued to all ranks alike, 
from tin' humblest soldier to the Com- 
mander-in-cliief. There were two Is- 
sues of the medal, but on the ob- 
verse of both of them wns a left pro- 
file bust of Oliver Cromwell, with a 
battle rnglng In the distance. It was 
no choies of Cromwell's that bis like- 
ness appeared on the medal. Indeed, 
he did most roundly object to any 
such portrayal. In a letter addressed 

to the "Committee of the army In Lon- 
don," he urges tbiit bis likeness should 
not appear on the medal; that one sl l<- 

should show the Parliament and the 

oile r the nrniy. and lie adds: "Where- 
fore, If I may beg it as a favour from 
you. I most earnestly beseech you. If 
I may do it without offense, that it 
may be so. And If you think not fit 
to have It as I offor, you ma; niter it 
as you see cause; only I do think 1 



WIDER ASPECT OF THE DRIVE. 

Some of the wider aspects of the 
British and French offensive on the 
Somme arc dealt with In a recent 

dispatch from the special correspond- 
ent of tho British press with the 
French urmies, showing the attack 
was but a part of a wider scheme 
carried out in co-operation with the 
Russians and Italians. 

The main pivot of the battle of the 
Marne, he .ays, was the defense of 
Nancy. The issue of the whole battle 
depended on the French holding their 
ground in il eir positions round the 
Q rand Couronne. The main phot of 
the present battle, which is being 
fought on a vastly large scale on the 
French-liritish-ltnlian and Russian 
fronts, is to be found on the left or 
western wing The main object of 
our armies nd those of the French 
is to hold ho great a force of the 
enemy as to make the operations of 
our allies I i the cenlro and on the 
right Irresistible, 

To-day the Hermans have on the 
western front 121 infantry divisions' 
and one cavalry division, while of 
these no fewei than à!) are active di- | 
visions; that is to say, the French I 
nnd Rrilish have In front of them ! 
nearly two-thirds of the German army 
In the field, and many of these troops 
are the pick of the enemy's available 
fi tees. On the eastern front the C.er- 
man forces consist of r.Il Infantry di- 
visions nnd 10 cavalry divisions and 
of these only 18 nre nctive divisions. 
To this force must be added the Aus- 
tro-Hungarlan troops, which are cer- 
tainly Inferior In fighting value. They 
consist of 47 infantry divisions and 11 
cavalry divisions. 

Tho effective pressure of the British 

and French combined armies against 
Ihe German forces In tne west is 
proved by t'l • difficulty and hesitation 
With which teh enemy has attempted 
to re-enforca his eastern front against 
the great Russian offensive. At the 
moment of ttic fiist shock on the east 
he ventured t< withdraw four divisions 
and since Ci.l tlmt be has sent a 
single division, the one hundred and 
twenty-first, from the west to the 
east. This division was withdrawn 
from the Somme, where It had lost 
.1.5011 men in prisoners alone, and a 
large quantity "f artillery. 

As things are nt present the Ger- 
mans cannot spare a single man from 
this front. Verdun and the Somme 
each of them require the presence of 
L'O German divisions in the first line, 
and It Is clea: - Hint the steady methodi- 
cal advance i f the French and British 
will necessitate the maintenance of 
every man available on this front. M. 
Hrland's belief of the unity of front 
has been fully realized. On March Ï" 
Inst he laid down at the Conference of 
I'nrls the following basis on which the 
Allies must Conduct the war against 
the central empires: "A single cause, 
served by a single army fighting on 
a single front .against a single enemy, 
under one single control." 

To-day It Is possible to regard all 
fields of operation as forming part of 
a single wholl Germany did her ut- 
most to anticipate and prevent the 
co-operation of tin- Alliés by her wild 

assault on Verdun. At Verdun France 
held and defeated the German plan, 
with the result that M. Itriand's sys- 
tem Is beginning to prove slowly and 
surely that it must be successful. Not 
only have the French held, and. In- 
deed, gained ground at Verdun, but in 
co-operation with the British, tliey 

have pushed back the Germans. The 

Russians and Italians have made the 
most of the opportunities of the situa- 
tion, and their courage and brilliant 
generalship have brought ahout a de- 
cisive advance. When the day of fi- 
nal victory arrives, the effort of 
France, and that admirable co-ordina- 
tion of the nllied armies, so largely due 
to the genius of M. Hrland, will be 
realized nnd apprécia ted by all those 
who have fought on the side of civili- 
zation. 
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THE RETURNED SOLDIER. 

Amidst the patriotic entbui iasm in 
the early dnys of the war many busi- 
ness men, as an inducement to re- 
cruiting, announced that such of their 
employees who Joined the -olors 
would be assured of a restoration to 
I their positions on their return from 
j the war. The time has arrive! when 
the promise thus made is to be re- 
membered, nnd. we trust, honored. 

Already a large number of soldiers are 
returning In a more or less disabled 
condition. Where a man hns been en- 
tirely disabled bo. of course, cannot 
call Upon his former employer for the 
redemption of the ptomise. The Pen- 
sion Fund nnd the Patriotic Fund must 
deal with such n rase. Hut there will 
be many cases In which the disability, 
while sufficient to disqualify the rr.en 
from further military service, will 
leave them tn a condition to bo use- 
ful. It Is much to be Ceeired that In 
such cases the men may be able to 
return to the service of their former 
employers, rather than that they be 
left to seek places elsewh'Te. Some 
change tn the character of the work 
to be assigned to them may be ne- 
cessary tn the rate of salary or wages, 
OSling t" diminished efficiency. Hut an 
earnest effort to give the soldier bis 
old place, or some other place In the 
same establishment, would do much to 
make him comfortable. One who has 
long been enuaged In one establish- 
ment may have a Justifiable pride (n 
his connection end desire to maintain 
It. Work elsewhere, if it lie found, 
will not be quite tho same as in the 
old place. — Journal of liimmerce. 
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THE HUN AND DEVASTATION. 

A total of 7r.:i communes or town- 
ships have been partially or totally 
destroyed through military operations 
in France since the beginning of the 
war. according to statistics gathered 
by the Ministry of the Interior and 
published July 1st. These communes 
are distributed over eleven of the de- 
partments of France, including those 
in Ardennes still occupied wholly by 
the (iermans, who are in possession of 
°,r.r>4 towns of the total .Ifi.lMT in all 
France, or seven per cent. 

Houses to the number of 16,689 have 
been destroyed and HH.r.94 partially 
destroyed In these communes, In 
148 communes the proportion of houses 
destroyed exceeds ân per cent, while 
it Is R0 per cent. In "4 towns and less 
than r>0 per cent tn the remainder. 

Public buildings destroyed In 42S 
communes were 3.11 churchs, :!"!) 
schools. 221 town halls, 300 other pub- 
lie buildings of various sorts, and 60 
bridges. Of these buildings T.fi bad 
been classed us historic monuments. 
Including Ihe Town llnll of Arras 
and the cathedral and Town Hall of 
Khelms. Throe hundred and thirty 
factories which supported f.T.ot'n per- 
sons were destroyed.

The Sixth Universities Company Is 
recruiting steadily up to strength, ow- 
ing to the slowness of recruiting 
everywhere this company is sending 
their men acrogs by platoons. This 
does away with the tedious waiting 
about which is necessary with larger 
units. The first platoon left Canada 
In July, and was in France In Sep- 
tember. This draft had in its num- 
ber six qualified Lieutenants. The 
second platoon is about to proceed 
overseas, anil has outdone the first 
draft by enlisting ten quaullfied LleUU- 
tenants in the ranks. The third pla- 
toon Is already well started, and \ig- 
orous recruiting will be carried on to 
get it up to strength. 

Owing to the number of qualified 
Lieutenants In the ranks, efforts are 
made to pet specially qualified offi- 
ces to lead them. So far the unit has 
been very successful as two of the of- 
ficers at present with the unit are men 
who have seen service with the Pa- 
tricias, both of them having gone 
overseas In the Universities Company. 
There Is still one officer to he appoint- 
ed who will in all probability be ap- 
pointed from the ranks of the com- 
pany.

CREDIT INSURANCE. 

AfcctriCt of Address by C. M. Berger, 
Assistant Goneral Manager, Lon- 
don Guarantee and Accident Cc, 
Ltd., «t the Recent Convention of 
American Lifo Association. 

In (.915, the beneficial effects of the 
Furopeau war, as affecting manufac- 
turers uud Jobbers in the United States, 
were beginning to be reflected in the 

failure statistics and this Improvement 

was even pronounced in the early 
mouths of 19 lti. 

Under such favorable conditions 
policyholders become too optimistic 
and are inclined to ignore the neces- 
sity for credit Insurance protection, 
relying upon the permanency of the 
present so-called prosperity, This is 
u sufe view and conditions now are 
abnormal. The time is at hand to 
discount the future and prepure for 
the readjustment which will be forc- 
ed upon us at the termination of 
{ the war. The situation is already 
' changing as is indicated by the August 
- failure statistics. Many merchants 
i have anticipated this and the resulting 
inquiries for this form of lusurunce 
I during the past three months have 
been greatly In excess of the nu .iber 
received during the name period a 
year ugo. 

Material progress has been made In 
the underwriting of credit insurance 
in the past few years. It is now pos- 
sible to buy a contract affording COV- 
rrag on .ill goods sMiped during the 
year of the policy riwtha debtor oc- 
curs during the period or not. In 
fact the debtor need never actually 
commit an act of Insolvency so long 
as the Insured's account has been fil- 
ed with the company before it has 
become more than an agreed nunihe 
of days past due under original 
terms of sale. Payment is made by 
tho company within 90 days after 
BUCh Hccount is received by It and 
there Is no limit to the company's ag- 
gregate liability under the policy, the 
on!;, limit being as to the amount 
probable on a single debtor. 

This new plan Is based upon the 
principle that the Insuring company, 
having the ultimate loss to pay. should 
have the opportunity to handle the 
•accounts against the debtor, and that 
It must receive the claim before it is 
more than n reasonable and agreed 
number of dnys past due. Indeed no 
plan of credit Insurance, which does 
I not contemplate the control of all 
I doubtful and failed accounts, Is feas- 
ible.

A QUESTION OF INSURANCE. 

The Insurance Journal, of New York 
says: "There is an old Latin legal 
exlom to the effect that the party 
found false in . ne thing may justly 
be regarded as false in all. It is re- 
ceiving ample demonstration In dally 
conduct of Teutonic nations. There 
was nevi r a more complete aggrega- 
tion of cant, hypocrisy, treachery and 
faithlessness presented to the con- 
templation of mankind than that sup- 
plied daily by the Germans. They are 
commercial and political 'welchers' 
par excellence of the age. 

"The violation of their pledged and 
recorded worn to Belgium differs In 
nothing but size to the repudiation of 
their policy contracts at San Fran- 
cisco Is nothing sacred to them but 
their own material gain. Written con- 
tracts which turn out unprofitable to 
them are mere 'scraps of paper' which. 
In the last event, are to be promptly 
repudiated. 

"This reference to Teutonic insu- 
rance tactics In 1906 is provoked by 
a recent exposure of the Munich ltes- 
insurance Co., which it Is boldly stat- 
ed, has been trying to swindle insur- 
ers and the State of N'ew York by 
covering up large liabilities in the 
1'nlted States by the convenient prac- 
tice of not reporting through Its l'nit- 
ed States branch a considérable num- 
ber of Its heavy reinsurance treaties 
in this country. Its I'nited States man- 
ager evidently saw an excellent way 
of avoiding liability here by reporting 
this business direct to the home office 
in Germany and making no note of 
it to the Insurance departments of this 
country. In this way the I'nited States 
branch was able to shirk hundreds nf 
thousands of dollars of reserve liability. 
This fine but very questionable schema 
was 'put over' for a long time, until 
at last. Commissioner Hardison of 
Massachusetts and Superintendent 
llasbrouck of New York, discovered 
it. The New York department at once 
commenced an Investigation, which re- 
sulted In the laying bnre nf a clever

An Interesting compilation of Infor- 
mation on International commercial 
e% Holes ufter the war and their effect 
upon the foreign trude of the Fnlted 
States has Just been Issued by the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council of New 
York.

AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS IN 
RUSSIA. 

Canadian manufactuurers of agricul- 
tural muchinery have long cast en- 
vious eyes on the Russian market, 
and to some extent eyes on the Rus- 
sian market, and to some extent they 
have been successful in placing their 
machinery in that market. The vast 
opportunities offered, however, now 
that German and Austrian goods are 
excluded, require Immediate and con- 
certed attention from our industries. 
In a letter to the Department of Tre.de 
and Commerce, Trade Commissioner 
C. F. .lust, says that "the use of 
cultural machinery In Russia haï n 
creased greatly in recent years — In the 
last thirteen years It has quadrupled 
-but is still far below that which ob- 
tains In other countries. In 1813 the 
value of the entire fuctory production 
in Russia of farm implements and ma- 
chinery was roubles 63,000,000— while 
that of the Imports was about roubles 
50,000,000. 

"At the prosent time when the man- 
hood of the country, mostly engaged 
in agriculture, hus been called up for 
military service, the need for replac- 
ing manual by mechanical labor has 
become more pressing than ever. The 
output of the local factories has been 
greatly reduced owing to their engage- 
ments to furnish war supplies, and at 
tne same time the Imports of the 
higher or more complex types of farm 
machinery have fallen far below the 
average, notwithstanding the interven- 
tion of the Russian Government, which 
obtained a credit last autumn of rou- 
bles 6,000,000 for the purchase abroad 
of this class of machinery. It Is under- 
stood similar action will again be tak- 
en by the Government for the re- 
quirements of 1817. The scarcity of 
mechanical appliances for farm work 
extends to all classes of Implements, 
etc. In 1913 Germany and Austria sup- 
plied some roubles 13,000,000 worth of 
the simpler varieties of agricultural 
implements, and of that sum roubles 
5,000,1)00 represented the Imports of 
ploughs alone. These ploughs were 
largely of the Sack and F.ckhart 
models, and although when normal 
times are reached, the Russian manu- 
facturers will no doubt be able to 
supply the demand for these simple 
ploughs, It Is generally recognized that 
a considerable time must elapse before 
they can overtake the shortage that 
exists owing to the cessation of Ger- 
man imports, and their own reduction 
of output during the war. 

"The opportunities for Canadian 
works which manufacture agricultural 
implements ether than harvesting ma- 
chinery are self-evident, and It la very- 
desirable that they should no longer 
delay taking steps to be represented 
in this market In order to obtain a 
share of the business that Is to be 
had. It Is believed that the formation 
of a Joint selling agency would be the 
most effective means for accomplish- 
ing this purpose, and in order to Im- 
press upon the large buyers before 
peace arrives, the capacity and the 
preparedness of Canadian works to 
handle the position. 

"The short supply of implements and 
machinery in Russia has been strik- 
ingly Illustrated in connection with the 
gathering of the hay and rye crops Just 
concluded."

N.S., New Glasgow, where 
they visited the steel plant and at 
Marble Mountain visited the stone 
quarries of the Dominion Steel and 
Coal Co. They next directed their 
course to Sydney, C.B.. und after vis- 
iting Glace Buy, they returned to Syd- 
ney, where the party broke up. Some 
of the men obtained positions here, 
two of the party, Larin and Boyd, ob- 
taining commissions in the militia.

TRADE JOURNALS AND 
BANKERS. 

The head of . a big bank in a West- 
ern city remarked recently that the 
institution subscribes to a considerable 
number of trade Journals principally 
those which report market conditions 
In various Important Industries. The 
list is made up according to the spe- 
cial interests of the community In 
which the bank Is located, as well as 
the predominance of certain lines of 
trade In the business of the institu- 
tion. 

The object In getting these Journals 
is two-fold. In the first place, the 
hank Is able to keep informed about 
conditions In the lines In which Us 
customers are engaged, and thus can 
discuss intelligently with them the de- 
velopments In their own businesses. 
This alone Is an important considera- 
tion. The knowledge obtained from 
the market reports in the trade Jour- 
nals likewise puts the bank in pos- 
session of Information which Is often 
of service in determining the advis- 
ability of extending lines of credit. 
The head of the bank referred to ap- 
pears to regard the relatively small 
amount of money Invested In trade 
Journal subscriptions as well spent, 
and makes a point of having the 
papers read regularly not only by 
himself but others In positions of 
authority. While It might not be prac- 
ticable for the average banker to take 
trade Journals In all lines represented 
in his city, it would certainly pay to 
make an Intensive study of the mnr» 
Important ones by means of the In- 
formation which Is obtainable through 
the medium of the trade press. — The 
Financier. 



EXHIBITION OF ENEMY GOODS. 

The exhibition of samples of Ger- 
man manufactured goods now on view 
at the Winter Club, Montreal, is a 
most notable example of "prepared- 
ness" and foresight on the part of the 
Department of Trade and Commerce. 
No better means could have been de- 
vised to further the development of 
our export trade by thus fitting our- 
selves to take advuntage of our shure 
In the foreign commerce left unpro- 
vided for by the withdrawal of Ger- 
ma m'a trade from the markets of the 
world. 

Arrangements were made recently 
by the Hon. Sir George K, Poster with 
the Board of Trade of the United King- 
dom to bring to Canada some eight 
thousand samples of goods of German 
and Austrian manufacture drawn from 
about seventy markets all over the 

: world. The exhibition will he on view 
until October 7th, when the samples 
will be taken to Toronto to be shown 
In the Convocation Hall, In the Tor- 

I onto University, for two weeks from 
October 23rd to November 4th. Mr. 
Kershaw, who is (In charge of the ex- 
hibit Is able to give very valuable In- 

! formation concerning the goods and 
takes pleasure In discussing with our 
manufacturers the ways and means of 
reproduction in Canada. 

The exhibition Is well arranged ac- 
cording to the various classes of goods 
such as textiles, haberdashery, fancy 
and leather goods, glassware and 
crockery, hardware, enamel goods, 
tools, cutlery, electro goods and so 
forth. Naturally German exports cov- 
er a far wider range of articles than 
this, but it has been the aim of the 
Department to concentrate on such 
lines as can ha readily produced In 
Canada. 

A careful study of the exhibits re- 
veals a vast amount of information to 
the Initiated. In almost every case 
price tags are attached, giving prices 
f. o. b., or c. I, ,f, for the various im- 
porting countries with the amount of 
discount system is worthy of serious 
consideration, as to It Is attributed 
much of their success In markets ac- 
customed to long term payments, such 
as Russia or South Africa. Two plows 
are shown, one of a single furrow 
for £4. Ninety days credit was allow- 
ed on both with a 2R per cent discount 
for cash. It is well imagined how such 
easy payments are appreciated by a 
farming community whose monetary 
returns come In lump sums at harvest 
time Instead nf as a weekly income as 
In the case of those engaged In com- 
merce. 

A sympathetic consideration of the 
export market to which the goods are 
destined Is everywhere apparent. In- 
dustrial Germany did not force its own 
Ideas on the people of other coun- 
tries—that was left for the military 
caste to attempt with the help of heavy 
artillery— but rather offered them 
good to which they were already ac- 
customed. Conspicuous among the ex- 
hibits are brightly colored shawls and 
blankets for the Italian peasants and 
African negroes, feres for Abyssinia, 
razors worth a farthing each for the 
Kaffir tribes of Africa, tlffen cans for 
India, large knives for harvesting 
maize In primitive countries where 
reapers are not used, tartans for Scot- 
land, and cheap rubbish — the dregs of 
Industry, as Mr. Kershaw aptly ex- 
presses It— suitable for the poorest 
quarters of every city. 

Of particular Interest to pulp and 
paper manufacturers are samples of 
paper twine and a tough canvas cloth 
woven from paper yarn. Wood fibre 
scarves and stocking arc also shown. 



For perhaps the first time in history 
the Faculty of Medicine is to conduct, 
this session, two separate and dis- 
tinct courses for the final year in 
Medicine. This is brought about b> 
the fact that the returned stUttdenU 
who were overseas with the hospital 
and ambulance units have been work- 
ing till summer, and have Just KB,- 
pleted the fourth year. 

In addition. last year's ••■çular 
fouurth year have already put in the 
months of May, June and September, 
and therefore are three months in ad- 
vance of the overseas men. tl is ex- 
pected that the fifth year summer 
course students will graduate in Jan- 
uary and the overseas men ut the regu- 
lar time. 

The Faculty of Medicine is to be 
congratuluuted upon their action in 
muking these courses possible, us the 
additional leaching duties have im- 
posed many hardships upon them dur- 
ing the summer. That their action 
was a wise one seems to be borne out 
by the fact that the War Office has 
sent all medical students back to fin- 
ish their courses, and also that the 
demand for medical service is as great 
as ever. 

The course has proved very popular 
among the students, as is s%wn by 
the fact that every student of luBt 
yeur's fourth yeur, without exception, 
has taken the special course, .lust how 
many will graduate In January de- 
pends upon the continued energy of 
the Meds., and the mercy of the Fac- 
ulty.

GREAT NORTHERN PENSION 
PLAN. 

Directors of the Great Northern Rail- 
way have set aside the sum of $1,- 
000,000 to endow a pension plan for vet- 
eran employees. The new plant went 
Into effect on the anniversary of the 
birth of the late James J. Hill. The 
appreciation will be invested In bonds, 
interest of which will be used for 
pensions, but If the fund thus created 
prove Inefficient th» deficit will he 
paid out of earnings and Included In 
operating expenses. F.mployees are 
to tie retired at the age of 70, but 
may voluntarily quit at 65 and receive 
pensions. The system will take In 
those employees who have been con- 
tinuously in service for twenty years 
or more. For each year of service an 
allowance of 1 per cent of the aver- 
age monthly pay received for the ten 
years preceding retirement will be 
paid, but In no case will the payment 
be less than $75. The plan was worked 
out by James J. Hill, and W. J. Mc- 
Millan, president of the Veterans' As- 
sociation. 



Flour consumption of the world has 
been Increasing at a faster rate in the 
last sixteen years than in any similar 
period, says the "Dixie Miller." The 
twentieth centuury has witnessed great 
strides In the broadening of white flour 
consumption. Wheat flour has sup- 
planted, to some extent, other foods 
In China, Japun und India, and it Is 
In these countries, rather than In l'Eur- 
ope or In North America, that the 
amounut of flour being consumed at 
this time is so much larger than fif- 
teen or twenty years ugo. says, "Mill- 
ing and Grain News." White flour Is 
still an unknown article of food in 
many parts of China and Japan. I'arts 
of South America and Africa are still 
unacquaulnted with the value of white 
flour, and the possibilities of enlarg- 
ing the consumption of wheat flour, 
are such that it Is Indeed curulous 
thut the possible output of flour mills 
of the world to-day Is at least 35 per 
cent In excess of consumption. 

What has been the rate of Increase 
In recent years? A world authority 
places the gain at 10,000,000 bushels 
annuaully. This may bo a small ex- 
aggeration, but tho Increase in the 
use of flour in China and Japan must 
not be under-estimated. Tin- United 
States has shown a large per capita 
Increase. I South America and Africa, 
considered at one time very small con- 
sumers of flour, are rapidly being 
converted to the many uses of white 
flouru. Although rice is still the prin- 
cipal article nf diet In the Orient, the 
larger demand for white flouru In China 
and Julian is reflected in the increas- 
ed production of wheat and the extens- 
ive additions to the flouru mill ca- 
pacity of these countries. Wherever 
wheat Is grown and where white flour 
Is made, there is sure to be developed 
a demand for the "staff of life." This 
is the case in the Orient In the next 
few years flour Consumption there 
will probably show a bigger gain than 
In the past. 

Aside from the larger demand for 
flour In the Orient, other sections of 
the world have been using the product 
of wheut more extensively. The per 
capita gain In Kurope has been large, 
and it Is natural to expect that, In the 
years following the war, ICuropean 
countries will eat more bread than ever 
befo; ». White bread is a cheap food, 
and the ravaged countries of Europe, 
already known as the largest consum- 
ers of flour, will eat more than ever 
before. 

The United States per capita of 
white flour la being augmented by pub- 
licity campaigns and food studies. That 
it is capable of a large Increase Is 
Indicated by the fact that a number of 
European countries consume an aver- 
age of more than seven bushels of 
wheat annually for every person, while 
the consumption In the I'nited States 
is barely five and one-half bushels. 
Still, flour consumption In this country 
Is now larger than 10 years ago, and 
the value of while flour Is being ap- 
preciated more and more every yeur. 

There need never be any doubt that 
the production of wheat will always 
Increase faster than consumption. This 
generation, nt least, need bother it- 
self only with means for Increasing 
the demand for wheat flour. Where 
wheat Is a profitable crop It will al- 
ways be produced. Wheat Is profitable 
to farmers now and has been profit- 
able in the last few years. Manv 
parts of the world are adapted to 
wheat production, and uncultivatetd 
sections m 'l\ be sown to wheat as the 
demand for wheat flour Increases. If 
flour consumption is gaining at the 
rate of 100,00,000 bushels every year 
as indicated by figures on world w';»nt 
production to-day and ten years ago. 

The growing popularity of white flour 
among the people of the world re- 
flects a better standard of living 
as compared with earlier years. There 
is hardly a home in this country that 
does not serve white flour to-day In 
some form at every meal, and this is 
not because of its cheapness, but be- 
cause of Its value as a food product. 
Some day this will be true of all the 
homes of the world. Th • product of 
the wheat berry is a refined food, and 
a big Increase In Its consumption means 
a healthier and wealthier people.

submit financial statements, and there 
has been a ready compliance with the 
request Out of about 20,1100 firms cir- 
cularized, however. It Is found that only 
about thirteen per cent, come within 
the provisions of the act requiring 
contributions to the Federal Treasury 
of excess profits over the seven and 
1 t. n oer cent, dividends on 
capitalisation.

SAW SERVICE IN ENGLAND 

Ideas Gained There Are Expect- 
ed to Revolutionize College 
Athletics. 



As soon as the college year opens 
an argument will sturt over the 
relative values of military ami ath- 
letic training for collese m intents, 
says the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
Those who believe in universal mili- 
tary training for the young men of 
America appear to he on the Increase 
and are preparing to advocate the in- 
troduction of courses for military in- 
struction in private and semi-private 
universities, colleges and preparatory- 
schools, and likewise in the public 
high schools. The whole country, 
stirred to a realization of our own 
unpreparedness, is looking with more 
or less favor upon some measure of 
military discipline provided by our ed- 
ucational institutions. Within the 
last year Harvard. Yale and Frince- 
town have made provisions for mili- 
tary discipline of a volunteer nature, 
and the i'niversity of Pennsylvania 
trustees have authorized a similar 
course during the coming year. Such 
institutions as Cornet! aud the State 
universities of the West which de- 
rive an Income from Government land 
grants already have compulsory mili- 
tary courses for their students. 

Probably the man most competent 
to speak on the value of athletic train- 
ing to national defense is Dr. R, Talt 
McKenzie. director of physical edu- 
cation at the I'niversity of Pennsyl- 
vania, and a graduate of Mod 111. For 
the last year Doctor McKenzie who 
iJ a native of Canada, has been serv- 
ing in the Knglish army, where he has 
had charge ol the physical condition 
of large bodies of recruits. In other 
words, he has been using his know- 
ledge of athletic training to get those 
raw members of "Kitchener's mob" 
Into physical condition to take their 
place at the front In the shortest pos- 
sible time. Lately he has been work- 
ing with returning minded soldiers, 
capable of taking exercise, and has 
been giving them a similar course of 
physical training for the purpose of 
restoring tho use of their limbs. In 
both departments he has had remark- 
able success. Hefore he went abroad 
in June, 191%. Major McKenzie made 
a very remarkable analysis of the 
part the proper kind of athletic train- 
ing can be made to play in our prepar- 
ation for national defense. It was 
published In the Standard and is 
quoted here because of its unusual 
appropriateness to the present discus- 
sion. Doctor McKenzie took for his 
text the following statement of the 
late William James: 

"Intrepidity, contempt of softness, 
surrender of private Interests, obedi- 
ence of command must remain the 
rock upon which the state Is built." 
Continuing. Doctor McKenzie said: 

"At a time when the problem of 
national defense calls forth so many 
jyehement statements, the clear sum- 
mary of the fundaments of a nation's 
defense quoted above is more to he 
considered than many a set of figures 
or arguments. Perhaps for the very 
reason that he was a lover of peace 
James was well aware of the fact 
that there is no nation that requires 
diclpllne more than does the Ameri- 
can of today. The constant, somewhat 
Childish 'need 1 of change that we yield 
to works effectively against such train- 
ing as would result in discipline. 

"Were physical training of a tho- 
rough catholicity compulsory, our boys 
Would develop to a full measure those 
qualities which are necessary for a 
nation's defense. Their mates would 
look out for It that they acquired, if 
at first, they lacked, a rugged physi- 
cal courage and a manly 'contempt of 
softness.' Every kind of work that Is 
done by groups In the gymnasium an.d 
every kind of game that Ih played 
outdoors by teams Instils 'surrender 
of private Interests' and 'obedience of 
command.' Examples are legion; the 
skillful wrestler going through a drill 
In class Willi raw tyros and giving 
his best attention to helping them, the 
good bntter i.n the team lowering his 
own average In order to score ano- 
ther player by a 'sacrifice'; the foot- 
ball player accepting a rebuke he did 
not deserve from a roach In silence; 
these and a score of similar nccur- 
ances may he observed at any uni- 
versity today. Put the universities 
are training only one American In 
every thousand; In the common sch- 
ools very little physical training Is 
given to the average boy; In fact, 
even those boys-.-- ho have especial 
physical girts are not (unless they 
attend one of the few private schools) 
given that all-round training of the 
body that results In muscular sense. 
As a nation we do not at all realize 
that the muscular sense needs train- 
ing quite ns much as any other part 
of the mind. 

Or Compulsory Service. 

"Hut If, In the lone run. physical 
training Is not made the means of dit' 
lipllne, then universal compulsory 
military service Is the obvious sub- 
stitute. In training soldiers. Just as 
In physical training, the latter, beirlg 
so much broader In the range of its 
drills and containing so many more 
competitive stimuli, when skilfully 
directed, achieves the desired result — 
muscular sense — more completely nnd 
also more rapidly than military train- 
ing. Thus a man who already has 
muscular sense can learn the handl- 
ing of a bayonet as easily and rapidly 
as he wouirt master a new gymnastic 
drill. It is true, indeed, (hat the unit 
of the army Is four, while the unit 
of physical training Is the Individual. 
Hut the fundamental evolutions of 
marching are taught in the gymnas- 
ium. Hattallon drill only supplements 
them. Another Important feature of 
modern military training which the 
physical director has anticipated Is 
that of teaching the men how to take 
care of their condition nnd of the hy- 
giene of their surroundings. 

"There remains then, two very Im- 
portant factors of the soldier's train- 
ing: the liking of large bodies of 
troops from i tie [ l if e to another with 
ease and expedition, and shooting. The 
firing Is entirely in the province of 
the higher officers nnd r A be learn- 
ed only In technical sch..ols. The sec- 
ond—shooting, which includes the care 
of the weapon and equipment- Is a 
difficult art and one which cannot 
be picked up In a short time. How- 
ever, the tearhing of it is one of the 
activities of the public Schools Ath- 
letic Leagues today, and a large num- 



ber of young marksmen have quali- 
fied uftder its rigid standards. if 
shooting can bo taught In this way to 
a large percentage of growing citl- 
zena, the common wearing of the uni- 
form may bo discarded and the f.ilse 
glamor of war dispelled." 

It ma> pa thai when Doctor McKen- 
xie returns to take up his work in 
America this fall his opinions will 
have undergone some change. Hut 
Since ho has used American methods 
of athletic training with such con- 
spicuous success abroad, the . bancs 
ire that any change he would sug- 
gest would be an agreement upon a 
uniform course ot compulsory physic- 
al education in all our colleges, but 
more particularly its adoption in a 
modified form in all our public schools 
so that the millions of young men 
who never go to college would have 
the advantage of such a course In 
physical education. 

If. on top of this, there could he se- 
cured a more general participation In 
mat kman.shlp, w ith an extension of 
such summer schools of military 
training as at I'latlsburg. N. V.. where 
officers might be trained, there is no 
doubt thai the youth of this country 
would be every bit as well prepared 
for national defense as Germany was 
two years ago when the great war 
broke out. Such a system would pro- 
duce a better race of men and would 
be minus the vast expense of a mili- 
tary system. 

This may sound like heresy to the 
advocates of a big army, hut we are 
neither a race of mollycoddles nor as 
defenseless as we are pictured.

If GILL GRADUATES ON 



Second Lieut. Leo Gives News 
Regarding Former Students 
He Has Met. 



News of several McGtl] men is given 
in an interesting letter from 2nd -Lieut. 
L. Maitland Leo, of the Hoyal Field 
Artillery, whose parents reside in 
Montreal, but who prior to the war 
was engaged In mining engineering at 
Cobalt. He writes from Alexandria. 
Egypt, and although he had not at the 
time of writing been in action, he was 
anticipating going to Salonika, and 
was lookinK forward to doing" his bit." 
In the course of his letter he says: 

"it Is a far cry from Egypt to Mont- 
real and I have had a very Interesting 
time since I sulci good-bye last May. 

"I was gazetted last August and was 
stationed at Norwich, Norfolk, from 
then till December 31st. I, however 
passed part of that time at the School 
of Gunnery, Shneburyness, and ot 
Woolwich, where I specialized in Field 
Téléphona and Rang* finding. I sailed 
from England on January 4th exactly 
BeVen months after my arrival, to 
Mudros Hay where I arrived the day 
i of the final evacuation. I had only a 
glimpse of th > Peninsula but any num- 
ber of chaps came on board the Olym- 
pic while we lay In the Hay and told 
us the latest news. It was a memor- 
able occasion. We were transhipped 
at Mudros and sent to Egypt where 
I have been ever since. 

"I was to have gone to Salonika but 
got sick (nothing serious) so someone 
else went In my place. I am now wait- 
ing orders to go to either Salonika or 
anywhere else I may be sent. 

"I have met several McGill men out 
here In the service and Just missed 
Heveral others. I don't know whether 
It Is generally known but several ex- 
McGill men have -gone west' in lhe l!rl- 
tlsh service. I specially mention Cecil 
I Ansley, McGill '15, who was on the 
boxing team in 1910-11. He was In the 
Lancashire Fusiliers. Oihcr chaps have 
done very well. Harry Kitchener Is 
now a lieutenant and Alan 1'errier as 
a second-lieutenant. Ho Is Peter Perk- 
ier. McGlll 'l§, "Sandy" Roberts. Mr- 
Otn 'it, is In the r.Xth llrigade, ft, p, 
A. I Just missed seeing him. He mov- 
ed the day I heard about his where- 
abouts." 



How he won the Military Cross for 
his work at Mount Sorrel on the Yprcs 
salient in the June fighting is told by- 
Major H, A. Chisholm, Law '18. in a 
letter received by his father. Kev. John 
Chisholm, superintendent of Presby- 
terian Immigration, Montreal. The 
letter reads; 

"in my lost tetter I think I told 
you something of the wonderful suc- 
cess of the Battalion in taking 

back Mount Sorel, a, most import- 
ant position which the Huns had 

taken from the Division some 

ten days before. It is beyond me to 
attempt to describe the terrible wea- 
ther and condition of the ground we 
had to go through to reach the top. 
Imagine a commanding hill stretch- 
ing up 600 to 600 yards In front of 
you and the Bosches at the foot 
of It and on the summit. Between 
you and the Bosches Is the remains 
of a thick wood swamp pitted with 
shell holes. Imagine having to 
charge through that In a pouring 
rain at 1.30 In the morning with the 
enemy shooting everything from bul- 
lets to coal-boxes at you; Imagine go- 
ing through that with your men laden 
down with rifle, entrenching tools, 200 
rounds of ammunition, shovels, lud- 
ders, bombs, water-bottle, and haver- 
sack. Were It not that our artillery 
had done their work exceedingly well 
and had almost entirely demoralized 
the enemy, we would all have died In 
the swamp. As It was we were on 
the enemy In their front line before 
their guns got properly on to us. 

"We gave no mercy In the front 
line, and bayonetted or shot praetlc- 
nlly every Hun In our way, notwith- 
standing the fact that when we got 
near they squealed 'camarad' and beg- 
ged for mercy. 

They got short shrift. Most of our 
men came out with their bayonets 
stained dark red with German life- 
blood. I got to the top of the hid 
with a smoking revolver In one hand 
and a live bomb in the other. When 
we got to their second line on the 
summit, all we could see was fleeing 
Huns. We chased them to their old 
front line and did not stop till we 
ran Into our own shrapnel. On the 
hill-tup we took prisoners. One of 
my men took twelve prisoners, they 
ull begged for mercy. Our objective 
was now gained, and there was no 
need of killing Huns, so we took them 
prisoners, Just in order to have a few 
souvenirs for the General, as one lad 
put It. On our way up we came 
across a redoubt with twenty-four 
Huns in it. A few of them showed 
some sign of fight, bo we bayonetted 
twenty-one of them and kept three 
of them alive for souvenirs. One of 
our officers pecked in a dug-out nnd 
spotted six Huns there. He clicked 
his revolver six times, and the dug- 
out contained six dead Germans. I 
got two Germans with one bomb, and 
one with my revolver as they were 
running away. 

I had the honor of putting up the 
first red flare on Mount Sorel to 
show that we had won our final ob- 
jective. It was a moment of great 
elation to find one's self tho first of 
nn attacking column on the summit 
of a bald hill top with the enemy 
fleeing for dear life In front of you. 
We had the worst time of all after 
we captured the position, for during 
the whole day the Huns batteries 
were turned louse on the devastated 
hill-top. The place was an absolute 
hell, but we held on, and repelled a 
couple of enemy counter-attacks, and 
I was the only officer left in the com- 
pany. Next night we were relieved 
and got back to rest billets." 

Capt. Chisholm'B youngest brother, 
John W. Chisholm, who went over 
with the University Company of re- 
inforcements for the Princess Pats, 
has been officially reported as wound- 
ed, but comradeH have said he was 
killed, although this is not confirmed. 



LIEUT. MOT'S 
SUCCESSFUL EXPLOIT 

Former McGill Man Takes the 
Lead in Raid Upon the Enemy's 
Trenches. 



PROF. WILKINS DEAD. 

Dr. George Wilklns, Professor In 
Medical Jurisprudence, from 1 SS2 till 
1910. anil holder of the chair In His- 
tology up to 1906. and a well-known 
praciltloner in Montreal, .i.-d at his 
home, filS Dot rhetor St., on Septem- 
ber 7th. I>r. Wilkins was well known 
throughout the medical profession as i 
a writer, and held many high positions 
In Medical Societies In North Amer- 
ica. I 



A letter from the front tells of the 
gallantry of Lieut. Lemuel Allan Wll- 
mot, a past student of McGlll, who 
won the Military Cross last year, In a 
trench raid upon German positions. 
The letter reads: 

"At 10.30 p.m. Llout. Wilmot and 
three men went out to cut a lane 
through the German wire. This was 
expected to take two hours, but as a 
matter of fact took nearly four, and 
was done right under the muzzle of a 
machine gun. I myself had no part 
In the show, so watched It from a lit- 
tle mound Rome distance behind our 
trenches. All seemed quiet until 2.40 
a.m., when I heard a revolver shot, 
the explosion of a bomb, and then 
there was pandemonium In the Ger- 
man trench, both on our front and on 
that of the 28th. At 2.45 our artillery 
opened up. ntid I knew that they had 
been given the signal that our men 
were clear again from the German line. 
II was rather a fine sight, flash after 
(lash, some three or four miles behind 
me, and then n few seconds later 
shells of all kinds from the little 18- 
poundrrs. whizz bonus to the huge 
shells from the 92-Inch guns, most 
scientifically distributed, some on 
Fritz's front line, but most of them on 
his communication trenches, nnd on 
the roads In the rear. 

"They must have caught many scores 
who were hurrying up to reinforce 
the front line. Nor for another ten 
minutes was there any reply. Then 
FrltS started up and gave us some of 
his. I made my way to the communi- 
cating trench, where the brigadier, 
colonel, etc., were awaiting the raid- 
ing p*rtj> and the prisoners that we 
were hoping they would bring back 
We saw a German private with his 
hands above his head, being rushed 
down the trench, then another, anil 
finally a Prussian under-offlcer. Then 



we heard from the party how they 
hud fared. It seems that as they were 
crawling through the German wire in 
single file the machine gun commenc- 
ed to fire. Lieut. Wilmot threw a 
l'..n«.!i into emplacement and silenc- 
ed the gun, but tho explosion broke 
his own arm and be had to go back 
"Another German rushed to the gun 
but he was shot, and then our party- 
got over the parapet and spread out 
in each direction. The three prisoners 
were seized, bundled over the parapet 
and rushed across to our trenches at 
the point of the bayonet by six men. 
The remainder then did good work 
with revolver, bayonet, and even with 
clubs, slaying at least 15 Bosches, after 
which they threw bombs into all the 
dugouts, where they accounted for 
many more. They then returned after 
having notified our artillery by means 
of a special wire laid across from our 
trench. With the exception of Lieut. 
Wllmofs broken arm and slight Inju- 
ries to two of the men all returned 
uninjured.

They have 
been so unobtrusive, in their pleas- 
ures and enjoyments, and so studious- 
ly engaged in their duties, that per- 
haps many did not realize that such 
a body of men were being trained 
in the city. As for their talents, few 
outside of their immediate friends 
knew that such splendid possibilities 
in music and literary efforts existed — 
until recently, when the enjoyable 
concert was given at the School for 
the Blind. Tt was a revelation that 
Will not soon be forgotten." 

The splendid success which attend- 
ed the Battery during its organiza- 
tion Is to be attributed in a great de- 
cree to the friends of the University, 
lire first stop was the appointing of a 
financing committee consisting of 
Principal Fraser, of the Presbyterian 
College; Dr. J. A. Nicholson, the 
Registrar of McGill, and Professors 
C. W. Colby and J- W. A. Dickson. 
The responsibility for the financing 
of the Battery rests upon the should- 
ers of these men, alt bough the assist- 
ance of other friends and committees 
is welcomed. Possibly one of the most 
prominent of these outside agencies la 
the Graduate Suclety of Montreal, 
which In addition to what had already 
been done, orgam-«d a financial cam- 
paign. The New York Graduate So- 
ciety collected funds and also sub- 
scribed a generous sum. The McGlll 
Y.M.C.A. offered their entire build- 
ing as headquarters and barracks, 
which was used us such while the 
unit remained in Montreal. 

The full strength of the Battery is 
159 of ull ranks. Every faculty of 
the University is well represented. 
Tho very largo proportion are Met! ill 
men or graduates, and the remainder 
are made up of graduates from other 
Universities. 

The training of the battery at Hall- 
fax was under the direction of Lieut. 
J. O. ltycroft, Instructor of Gunnery 
at the H. S. A., aoslsted by Sergeunt 
Major Whitfield und Sergeants Adams. 
Miller, Grovlor and Turner. Apprecia- 
tion for the services of Lieut, ltycroft 
and his assistants was heartily ex- 
pressed by officers and men. The In- 
structors not only gave their services 
during the required hours of the syl- 
labus, but also gave much time in 
evening work and in special attention 
In many ways. 

The badge Is a combination of the 
McGill Crest and the militia artillery 
budge. The McGlll Crest forms the 
wheel of the carriage, and the shield 
of the University rests against the 
gun with the motto of the university 
encircling It. 

The Officer Commanding Is Major 
William D. Talt, a brilliant young 
mnn who has been connected with the 
Canadian Militia for several years, 
and has had considérable experience 
In military matters. He was assist- 
ant Professor of Psychology at McGill 
when war was declared. 

Graduating from Dalhousle Univer- 
sity, where he took his B.A. with hon- 
ors. In Philosophy, he proceeded to 
Harvard University. There he took 
his post graduate course, was Thayer 
Scholar and Weld Scholar, and re- 
ceived the degrees of M.A and Ph. D. 
During the years 1906 and 1907 he 
was lecturer In Philosophy at Dal- 
housle and from 1907 to 1909 was as- 
sistant In Philosophy at Harvard. In 
the latter year he Joined the teaching 
stuff of the 1'uculty of Arts at Mc- 
Glll, and has since retained his con- 
nection with that University. Major 
Talt is married to Miss Alice Max- 
well, of Halifax. 

He first secured a commission In 
the Corps of Guides, nnd as such at- 
tended several training romps. About 
a year ago he was called to head- 
quarters of the 6th Division, Halifax, 
to act as Divisional Intelligence Offi- 
cer, a most Important position. Last 
autumn he was transferred to become 
MnOtwni to Colonel l'ore'l D.A.A.G., 
and Q.M.G. of the 6th Division. Erly 
in rcoruury MUM Co.onei l owed was 
transferred to St. John, and Major 
Tait has been acting us D.A.A.G. and 
Q.M.G. at Halifax. 

The second In command Is another 
McClll Professor, being connected with 
the Department of English since 1909. 
Captain Cyrus MarMillan served six 
years with the Prince Edward Island 
Brigade. Heavy Artillery. Educated at 
Prince of Wales College, where he 
took the Vice Chtsncelior's medal In 
Knglish, Dr. MacMillan matriculated 
Into McGlll University and upon the 
completion of his course, took the de- 
gree of H. A. with honors in English 
Language. Literature and History. 
He then took up post graduate work 
at Harvard, receiving his M . A. de- 
gree and later his Ph. 1). degree in 
1909. Dr. MacMillan was Connected 
with the department of English al Mc- 
Gill since 1909. In his student days 
he was edltor-ln-chtef of the McGill 
Outlook, and also made o name for 
himself on the track. He is now Hon- 
orary President of the McGill Track 
Club.

Miss E. M. Cartwright. physical -di- 
rector of the R, V. C. who has re- 
turned from a year in England speaks 
enthusiastically of women's part in 
the war as follows: 

"No one could ever have believed 
that gentle women, unaccustomed to 
manual work, could have come for- 
ward und performed their share so 
well. The V. A. D.'s have been won- 
derful beyond words. And as for 
the women who are working In muni- 
tion factories, no praise is too great," 
she says. 

Miss Cartwright has recently been 
nurse-in-charge in a massage depot 
in North Wales, where there were 
2,000 men convalescing. Besides, 
there was a military camp close at 
hand in which 50,000 men were In 
training. There was always a tre- 
mendous amount of work to do. In 
each massage hut, 12 trained mas- 
seuses were kept busy, giving treat- 
ment to twenty-five patients a day. 

Massage treatment was given for 
all kinds of wounds and fractures, 
as well as shell shock, trench feet 
and nerve trouble. The nurses gave 
the treatment from 8.30 to 12.30 in 
the morning, and from 2 to S in the 
afternoon. 

The massage camp or command 
depot is the final station from which 
men are discharged. After leaving 
the hospital, a wounded man Is sent 
to a convalescent rump for six 
weeks. If he Is not all right at the 
end of that period, he Is sent to the 
command depot, where he may be 
kept for six months, and from there 
he may get his discharge from the 
army as medically unfit. Tho com- 
pany depot is under a stricter mili- 
tary regime than is the convalescent 
camp. 

The great question In England now 
is how to arrange thut wounded 
men who have Jobs, can procure 
adequate treatment. Hospitals und 
massage depots are endeavoring to 
make arrangements whereby the pro- 
per medical attention can be given to 
these men two or three limes a week. 

Miss Cartwright was a member of 
the Almeric Paget Massage Corps. In 
August, 1914, Almeric Paget opened 
his house as a central massage depot 
with a few trained masseuses. Now 
there are over 1,100 members, and 
the corps Is under Government medi- 
cal authority. Mujor Tait Mackenzie 
Is head of a massago depot in Man- 
chester. 

The uniform is a navy blue coat 
and skirt, with white blouse and 
blue sailor bat. The corps badge, a 
winged rod cross with the letters A. 

M. C, Is worn on the arm and 
hat. White cover ulls are worn on 
duty. 

Special courses in massage lasting 
from six to nine months have, been 
offered by the hospitals as the hoed 
for this type of work Is so great. In 
Exeter and other places Miss Cart- 
wright met many Canadian women 
who were doing patriotic work. Miss 
Cartwright's four brothers are at tho 
I front. One was a student at McGlll 
iwhen the war broke out, but enlisted 
with the second contingent.

Boundary Survey in 1914. and more- 
over is a Dominion Land Surveyor. 
Last winter ho took a course in siege 
artillery at Halifax, and qualified in 
that branch of artillery. 

P. H. Skelton, of Montreal, 
a graduate of McGill, 1910, who has 
two brothers already at the front, was 
at one time demonstrator in mechanical 
engineering. He later resigned, und 
at the lime of his enlistment was man- 
ager of the Hand Drill Company, of 

Sherbrooke, Quebec. Lieut. Skelton has 
a reputation an a swimmer. 

Lieut. F. G. Kounthwalte, whose na- 
tive home Is Colllngwood. Ontario, 
graduated from McfJIll In mechanical 
engineering lost spring, and Is the 
Students' representative among the of- 
ficers of the battery. He has one bro- 
ther at the front. Lieut. Hounlhwoite 
has on athletic record, having won It 
on the football field the last two or 
three yeurs nt college.

Pte. Dawson, Arts '18 Tells In- 
teresting Experiences. 



GUN FIRE SPECTACULAR. 



Bombardment With Shells is an 
Awe-inspiring Sight 
at First. 



In a long letter to his father, Kev. 
Geo. f. Dawson] Pte. Stephen Daw- 
son, Arts 'là, writes a very Interesting 
account of conditions at lhe front. In 
one case he came upon a wounded' 
class mite while pursuing his duties 
ss a stretcher bearer al Hie front. Ex- 
ilai is ot the letter ale given below: 

"One evening Fritz took into his 
head to pay our front line a visit. I 
was carrying a stretcher down the 
road towards our dressing station, 
when, all at once, I saw alongside the 
usual star shells that are continually 
being thrown up, some red lights as 
signals. Immediately there was a 
roar und crackle of artillery, as all 
the country around seemed to open up 
und spit forth fire and shells and thun- 
der. The air above was whistling 
und screaming as shells, whiz-bangs, 
coal boxes and other Internal things 
tore through it on their way to ploy 
havoc Willi the invaders. Fritz didn't 
yet far, so an infantry man was tell- 
ing me as I carried him out wounded. 

"What with shrapnel, high explo- 
sives and machine gurus, bombs, rifle 
fire, to face, no flesh and blood could 
advance, That artillery business 

was a Wonderful thing though. I 
stood amazed and watched as awed, 
as when I used to watch tho lightning 
in a groat storm. This was worse. 

"My work was only stretcher bear- 
ing. I was one who was given a 
medical kil lo curry, In case we came 
across wounded men on our work, 
but I didn't have occasion to use It. 
All I di.l was lo carry men on stretch- 
ers to our dressing station. A dress- 
ing station in dugouts about a mile 
away was over-rushed and we were 
sent to bring some of the cases to our 
stations. It was a weary Job. Four 
men to a stretcher, two carry and ore 
then relieved by the other two. My 
iipiad was only there once, and we 
had a hard time, currying a heavy 
man a mile cross country along foot- 
paths, when we bring stretcher* up 
the road we can use a little rubber 
tired, two wheeled truck and the load 
Is taken off our shoulders. 

"I meet Some interesting canes 
sometimes. t nee I carried a chap 
who was one of my class In McGlll. I 
couldn't recognize him, as his face 
was bandaged up and he could hardly 
speak, hut 1 told him of the other 
fellows be knew in the corps. An- 
other cose was a South African vet- 
eran, who had lost his sight and I 
had to lead him along the rotten path 
across country. 

"On the way he told me of his nar- 
row escapes, and is absolutely con- 
fident that God watched over him and 
saved him to go back to his Kiddies. 
Men were killed all around him and 
once, when lie heard a whiz bang 
coming very close, he says he said 
that verse about "cover my defense- 
less head with the shadow of thy 
wings." Although the shell 4>:ploded 
along side of him nnd killed the man 
stun. ling next him, he wasn't touched. 
Another shell landed behind him and 
bellied him to a speedy entrance, 
head first, into a dug-out. Another 
shell passed so near his face that the 
wind and air pressure affected the 
nerves of his eyes and he was sent out 
of the trenches sound in holy, but 
with total blindness, I hope only tem- 
porary.

PRINCIPAL PAYS TRIBUTE. 



Mrs. Fisher Wore the Victoria 
Cross Awarded to Her Late 
Son. 



The unveiling of enlarged photo- 
graphs of the two McGill men who. no 
far, have won the V.C in the McOUl 
I'nion on April JSth. was a simple but 
most impressive ceremony. The gal- 
lant deeds which won for Capt. F. A. C 
Scrimger, of 14th Battalion, R.M.R.. 
and tho late l.ance-Corp. Fred Fisher, 
of the 13lh Battalion, R.H.C.. the cov- 
eted decoration were recounted by Sir 
William l'eterson, the Principal of the 
I'niverslty, who spoke feelingly of 
the devotion they had shown and of 
the inspiration that their deeds would 
prove. 

The two photographs, which are 
hung facing the grand staircase on the 
llrst floor, were covered with the Union 
.lack and after Sir William had spoken 
of the part played by the two heroes 
ho pulled a central cord which gath- 
ered up the llaps. The audience then 
stood while "O Canada" was played. 
The unvellini: was dramatic and the 
hearts of all went out to Mr. and Mrs. 
Fisher and Miss Fisher as they stood 
there, the mother silently weeping for 
the gallant boy whose Victoria Cross 
she proudly wore on her breast. The 
photographs are splendid likenesses 
and each bears the name of the win- 
ner of the Cross and the official rec- 
ord of the deeds for which he had been 
awarded the highest honor a soldier 
can obtain all engraved on silver 
plate» 

The Fresident of the Council A. S. 
Lamb, opened the proceedings by re- 
ferring to the fact taht they had met 
to do honor to two of their heroes on 
the anniversary of the very day on 
which one if them had achieved the 
distinction of winning the V.C. 

Sir William l'eterson, who spoke 
with evident feeling as he referred to 
the death of Corpl. Fred Fisher, said 
they were met on an occasion of ming- 
led sorrow and rejoicing, and it was 
fit that In both joy and sorrow they 
should meet in what concerned their 
students activities and achievements. 
Among their most valued traditions 
there was none that ranked higher than 
the record of the life and work of their 
alumni. The great war had taken toll 
of their noblest and best, but at the 
same time it had brought forth some 
of the highest qualities of their com- 
mon manhood. The McGill honor roll 
was something which the University 
might well be proud for it consisted of 
between 1,400 and 1,500 names, many 
of whom in their student days rank- 

' ed as men of distinction In the line of 
athletic prowess or some other form 

' of leadership. 

I But there were a vast number of 
Inen of retiring and even of shy dis- 
position, quiet living men, who were 
yet capable of making, in the first 
place, that high decision and sacred 
resolve and then, in the hour of dan- 
ger showing themselves possesed of an 

' heroic character and devotion equal to 
the best. Among those were the two 
heroes In whose honor they were met. 
Official Report. 
Capt. Scrimger was fortunate In the 
circumstances of his heroic duty- 
others may possibly have done as 
much, but none could conceivably have 
done more than he did. According to 
the report of the official London Gaz- 
ette It was "on the afternoon of April 
25, 1916, in the neighborhood of Ypres. 
when In charge of an advanced dress- 
ing station In some farm buildings, 
which were being heavily shelled by 
tho enemy, he directed under heavy 
fire the removal of the wounded, and 
he himself carried a severely wounded 
officer out of a stable In searrh of a 
place of greater safety. When he was 
unable alone to carry this officer fur- 
ther, he remained with htm under fire 
till help could be obtained. During the 
very heavy lighting between April 22 
and 25, Captain Scrimger displayed 
continuously day and night the great- 
est devotion to his duty among the 
wounded at the front." 

In his rase It was not for a par- 
ticular act of gallantry hut for con- 
tinuous devi Uon ns well to duty for 
threo or four dais In the midst of 
very heavy fire. V'apt. Hciim?fr was 
fortunate in surviving to receive the 
expression of their praise and admira- 
tion was glad that his father, the 
honored heart of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege ■was not called sway by d'Hth 
until he had enjoyed the gratification 
of hearing the praise of his «>on. He 
was srre the generations of students 
who Would in after yenrs enjoy the 
vse of this building, would be remind- 
ed of that heroic courage and devotion 
which had put the name of Scrimger 
high In the r.nnnls of military service 
In the great war. 

Fisher's Glorious Deed. 
Would that the joy with which they 
regarded his exploit were not saddened 
by the knowledge that the other hero 
did not live to receive the tribute of 
their love and praise. It was two days 
before Capt. Srrimger's exploit that 
Fred Fisher, who would have graduated 
this year bad be been spared, gained 
the Victoria Cross under circumstances 
which the. official record detailed ns 
follows: 

"On April 23. 1915, In the neighbor- 
hood of St. Julien, he went forward 
with the machine gun. of which he was 
In charge, under heavy fire, and most 
gallantly assisted In covering the re- | 
treat of a battery. Later, after oh- | 
talnlng four more men, he went on- 
ward again to the firing line and was 
himself killed while bringing his ma- 
chine-gun Into action under very heavy 
fin In order to cover the advance of 
supports."

"You know that the Justice of the 
cause which we represent." he said, 
and for whkh our gallant heroes 
fousrnt In Flander» has been recog- 
nized at long last even by neutral 
nations surh as our cousins to the 
South of us. who have, after much 
patient deliberation clearly come to 
the conclusion now, at which Canada I 
oiT 4 "«-d Instantaneously, that wrong • 
ought not to he suffered to prevail ' 
agal'ist right. For myself I have al- j 



waj s been buoyed up during this 
whole agony by the feeling expressed 
once by the great Napoleon that in 
snob a warfare the moral element 
counts as two to one against the 
material and 1 have the unshaken 
confidence and belief that the moral 
rlnht of this cause has been from 
Mart to tinish on the side of the 
Allies. 

Germany Doomed. 

"Today it is only a question of how- 
long It will be before Germany rea- 
lises that she cannot by any possi- 
bility win this contest and how long. 
If It takes any longer, before she tells 
her people that she cannot hope to 
win. I know of no greater proof of 
the righteousness of this war than 
the fact that in our somewhat disjoint- 
ed Kmpire there was not a single con- 
stituent part that hesitated for twen- 
ty-four hours as to whether she should 
take the place that she might right- 
fully claim by the side of the British 
forces. 

"In spite of the great toll of human 
life that is being levied, we as a 
young nation enjoy certain compen- 
sations. It has given us also a more 
living sense of our national unity. We 
are no longer a people liable to be 
divided by every passing issue. It has 
given us an added Inspiration to try 
to do our duty by the Kmpire of 
which we form .i constituent part, 
and we address ourselves to that duty 
no longer in the spirit of those who 
condescendingly undertake to do 
something to help the old Country 
but with the enlightening wisdom of 
those who feel it is forbidden to de- 
clare whether they are real partners 
in a going concern or not. And lastly 
In our individual lives this awful strug- 
gle has been something of a stimulus 
and inspiration: it has braced our 
spiritual energies and has served us 
for what may lie in front of us In the 
way of service and sacrifice. 

"The lives and the deeds of those 
heroes of ours will help to Intensify 
in the hearts of each and nil of us 
that spirit of service and sacrifice. 
Even tO those who sorrow there is the 
consolation that never. In human his- 
tory, has a greater cause been given 
for which a man may more nobly die. 
It was for us that these men strove, 
for us that he died. May the students 
of McGill And in the contemplation of 
these pictures an added stimulus to 
moral earnestness and to that sense 
of right and duty that will carry them 
each and all through the testing trials 
(hat may lie before them." 

The President of the Council de- 
clared to those of them who were 
physically lit but had not been able 
up to now to participate In the strug- 
gle, they felt now doubly determined 
that In the near future they would 
share in this struggle. 

Lieut. Col. R. Starke after speaking 
in appreciative terms of the military 
work done at McGill, said that he had 
known Capt. Scrimger for many years 
and also knew Corpl. Fisher's father 
and mother, nil he could say was that 
he felt proud to have known those two 
gallant gentlemen, and to the parents 
of the one that would not come back 
he offered the deepest sympathy.

1 ever hear any information from Ger- 
man sources about your son, I will let 
you know at once.

RESCUED COLONEL III 
KILLED SIXTEEN HUNS 

How Captain Milner Mathieson, 
of the Engineers, Won 
Military Cross. 



It has fallen to the lot of n Canadian 
to crown himself with glory ami win 
the Military Cross for one of the most 
heroic deeds of the present great con- 
flict. Captain Milner Mathieson, 
Science '07, of the engineers, of the 
First Canadian Division, a native of 
St. Mary's. Ont.. Is the hero. III.! 
father, the late Dr. John Mathieson. 
who died two years ago, was a gradu- 
ate of Med. '71. 

The story of Captain Maf hleson'S 
bravery Is told over the wire In a de- 
spatch from London as follows: 

"One of the most brilliant Individual 
exploits of the war. anil one which has 
brought the young hero who performed 
It the Military Cross, was narrated 
here to-day by a Canadian officer on 
furlough. 

"The hero of the exploit is Capt, 
Milner Mathieson, of the engineers, of 
the First Canadian Division. Mathie- 
son, who is a native of St. Mary's, Ont., 
In addition to saving the life of bis 
colonel in the face of a terrific rifle 
fire, single-handed, put out of action 
16 Germans with his revolver. 

"Capt. Mathieson and bis colonel 
were out between the tiritlsh and Ger- 
man lines reconnolterlng a position 
with a view of throwing up a trench. 
The colonel entered an apparently 

abandoned shack only lo find that the 
place was occupied by a German patrol 
party. The colonel was wounded, but 
Capt. Mathieson, Instead of leaving 
him behind. Belted him by his tunic 
and dragged him, in the face of a hail 
of bullets from the German patrol, to 
a crater hole, where the young officer 
stood at bay with drawn revolver and 
personally kilted or wounded lfi of the 
enemy. He later carried his wounded 
commanding officer back to the Brit- 
ish lines.

The Rev. .1. Matheson. of Dalhousie 
-Mills, P.Q., has received many letters 
from the comrades of his son, Lieut. 
Homer Matheson, Arts '12, who is of- 
ficially reported missing and believed 
to be killed. The following will be 
read with interest by his many friends 
at McGill: — 

9th Bast Surrey Kegt.. P.. K. F. 

France. 18-8-1916. 
My Dear Sir, — I arranged with your 
son Homer to write to you if anything 
happened to him while at the front. 
He was perhaps my closest friend in 
the Army— certainly in the battalion 
—and unfortunately it is my painful 
duty to fulfil my promise. On Wed- 
nesday last (August 16th) two com- 
panies of the battalion made an at- 
tack on an advanced German position 
In front of Quillemont — in the Somme 
Valley. Homer, who was the battalion 
Sniping and Intelligence Officer, went 
over the top with them, ami from the 
information I have been able to ob- 
tain be was seen to Jump into the 
Herman trench and is believed to have 
gone down fighting gamely. Unhap- 
pily we suffered heavy casualties and 
had to retire, and all that I can tell 
you definitely is tiiat Homer Is of- 
ficially missing and believed Killed. 
My own company was In reserve and 
I did not personally go over, and was 
sent up after the retirement to take 
temporary command of our front line. 
I made such enquiries and search as 
I could, but without result and am 
sorry that I can only give you this 
uncertain story. 1 need not say how 
greatly 1 hope Homer is merely wound- 
ed and a prisoner. If he Is. I (eel sure 
he will find means uf letting yon know 
ns soon as possible. When we came 
over here from Ireland we were both 
posted to A. Company and had a 
platoon each to command and Homer 
was simply adored by bis men who 
I know fe't very much when he was 
appointed Sniping officer and had nn- 
ulher body of men lo command. In 
their turn the snipers to a man loved 
him and he was one of the most popu- 
lar officers In his battalion. I knew 
him first at Shoreham Camp in Kng- 
land, last October and ever since 
hardly a day passed without our seek- 
ing out one another for a yarn. He 
often spoke to me of you and Ills 
mother and the rest of his family and 
if he has died, may I say that I too 
mourn him like a dearly loved brother, 
lie was quite the bravest, cheeriest 
chap I ever met and many a time in 
a tight place when we were up North 
and getting heavily shelled he has 
steadied and encouraged his men by 
his fearless bearing and cheerfulness. 
Here down South it is like inferno and 
none knows what a day may bring 
forth. We are going up for another 
fight soon and so I haste to write 
this before I go. 1 feel the poverty

this. 1 wish I could hold out greater 
hopes that be still lives, but If he has 
died then you may be sure that his

"I have no more news to give you 
snout Homer, beyond reporting that I 
have to-day seen a man who appears 
to have been the nenrest to him, Cor- 
poral Boston, of C. Co'y. 9th E. Sur- 
reys. The Corporal says he was with 
the first wave which left our trenches, 
that that by the time they had got 
within 10 yards of the enemy trench. 
Homer was on the extreme left of the 
wave and Corpl. Iloston the next man 
to him about five yards on the right. 
The Corpl, says Homer put good heart 
into the men by the way he led them 
and cheered them on. and the last he 
say of Homer was when ten yards 
from the enemy. Homer ehouttd, 
"Come on boys let's go for them" and 
the Germans (who were manning their 
trench rather thickly) threw a bomb 
which fell between Homer and the 
Corpl. A few samll pieces hit the 
Corpl. In the band and he says he 
dropped into a shell bole ami began 
firing his rifle at the enemy and did 
not see Homer again. He fears that 
the bomb probably killed Homer when 
It burst. 

"I am sorry I rannot give you any 
more Informal Ion and I am afraid I 
shall not be able lo get anything more 
There is Just a faint hope that Homer 
may be wounded and a prison- 
er. I pray Heav< n It Is so. I under- 
stand there Is an arrangement where- 
by lists of prisoners get exchanged ami 
if therefore he Is prisoner we should 
lift news before long. Should I be able 
to find out anything further I will at 
once let you know." I feel as I write 
how feeble mere words are to express 
what is in one's mind at a time like 
this. I know that all ranks of this 
battalion who knew Homer from the 
c. (i. downward, sincerely mourn his 
loss, for he was a most able anil 
COttrageOUS officer. To me, who count- 
ed him my dearest friend In the bat* 
I tllon, bis loss is hard to realize. \W 
wire as David and Jonathan and I can 
only say lo you mid yours that over 
feelings of grief we may ht our pride 
In him rise triumphant and his 
memory be an inspiration to us, for 
.f he has died he has died as he lived,

A letter received from Murray Rob- 
ertson, Scl. '16, who is with the Cnn- 
ndlan Kngineers In France, describes 
the death of Morrow. Scl. '16, Rob- 
ertson wns n comrade of Morrow's. 
He! sees many McGII 1 boys at the 
front. Frtracts from his letter fol- 
low : 

"I suppose things were pretty quiet 
around the College last winter - hardly 
to be wondered nt, either. Things 
aren't so awfully lively around here, 
either, although we had a bit of a mix- 
up last month. I tell you this coun- 
try Is no health resort, though. Poor 
old Morrow CIS), got his back In 
April. He was taking my turn In the 
line at the time, as I had another . job 
to attend to. He was hit with a rifle 
grenade, and pretty well blown to bits. 
I run Into quite a bunch of the boys 
from time to time. Walter Hyde and 
I»cc Btrathy have both been In here 
recently looking for material to keep 
out Frlta's scrap Iron. The last time 
I was In the line Geo, Gilchrist wan- 
dered Into the dug-nut about 2 a.m. 
one day. He Is -with the Tonneliers 
now. 

The country Is looking very beauti- 
ful— all torn up, with partly burled 
stiffs sticking out of the ground here 
and there. The rats have great times 
feeding on them."

The Renfrew Mercury contains the 
following article written by a college 
friend on the career of Lieutenant 
Cordon Hughes, Arts '12, who was 
killed in action on June 26. He will 
be remembered as an exceptionally 
brilliant student here. He was a for- 
mer member of the C. O. T. C. and 
left for the front shortly after the 
opening of the war. 

It is with deep regret we learn that 
Lieutenant Frederick Cordon Hughes 
of the Northumberland Fusiliers was 
killed in action on June 26th. 

Lieutenant Hughes, son of the Rev. 
S. J. Hughes, M.A., recently Metho- 
dist clergyman of Renfrew, was born 
at Arnprior, Ont., on March 22nd, 
I Mia. He took Ills matriculation at the 
BrockVille Collegiate institute and 

from there entered Queen's University, 

Kingston, In the faculty of Arts. 
After two successful years ut Queen's 
he went to McOill, so ns to be with 
his only brother Wilfred. Here he 
completed his course in Arts, graduat- 
ing with honors in Knglish in 1912. At 
the same university he took a course 
in the faculty of education, and also 
received the degree of M.A. In Eng- 
lish. His thesis for this degree was 
of exceptional merit and received high 
commendation from the faculty. He 
purposed pursuing a literary career, 
and with this in view he laid plans to 
nttend Harvard I'niverslty, In order | 
that he might thoroughly equip him* I 
self for his life work. When in 1914 j 
the call to enter the service of the 
Kmpire came to him he was teacher uf 
Knglish and civics on the staff of the 
Westmount High School. After much 
serious thought he offered himself, but ; 
on account of defective eyesight was j 
not accepted. So strong was his sense 
:.f djty that through his persistence 
he was at length successful in enlist- 
ing. After several months of drill In 
the McOill Officers' Corps he went 
overseas, lie trained first at Shorn - 
cllffe, receiving after two months a 
commission in the 3rd Battalion of the 
Northumberland Fusiliers. At West 
Cloldcn, Sunderland und Bast Hidden 
be received courses In special training. 
Very shortly after taking his final 

examinations he went with his Bat- 
talion to France. He was sent almost 
Immediately Into Die front line trench- 
es, and went through an engagement 
safely. For a few days he was back 
ut a rest camp In France, but was 
soon ordered to the front line again. 
In the terrible drive on June 26th, 
Lieutenant F. G. Hughes went down 
with many other brave British of- 
ficers. 

The curly death of Lieutenant 
Hughes cuts short a career of great 
promise, und is a severe los snot only 
tu Ills family and friends but to the 
nation and to humanity. Ills out- 
standing characteristic was his high 
idealism, his intense love of the beau- 
tiful, the unselfish and the true. He 
was not of the military type. His was 
a gentle, refined, und kindly disposi- 
tion, with a quiet reserve which be- 
spoke a character of great latent 
strength, Of all that was beautiful in 
nature und in art he was n constant 
admirer. He had quite a valuable 
j collection of choice books and paint* 
j lugs. Never, not even when on the 
I battlefields of France, did his letters 
breathe a word of the hardships of his 
life or of the gruesome aspect of his 
surroundings. They were nlways full 
of his admiration for the qualities In 
men and things which appealed to 
him. Of the songs of the birds and 
Ibe beauty of the landscape she fre- 
quently wrote. These were nenrest his 
heart. On one occasion, when describ- 
ing a beautiful scene in France, he 

wrote, "I have come to feel that a 
beautiful scene, a beautiful thought, or 
■i beautiful action, Is so much sheer 
gain." His readiness to respond to the 
call to active Bervlce came from a 
sincere conviction that be could there- 
by best serve the highest Interests of 
humanity. It was from a sheer sense 
uf duty that he became a soldier. 
Those who knew him can understand 
how great was the sarrlflce to one of 
his artistic and aesthetic temperament, 
and how willingly he went to sacrifice, 
If necessary, a life which promised to 
be of untold worth to humanity, fur 
a noble and heroic death. 

Lieutenant Hughes had numerous 
close and Intimate friends. Among his 
pupils were many who were devotedly 
attached to him. II Is with intense 
sorrow that they will learn of his 
death. It will be hard for them to rea- 
lize that never again will they bear 
his cheery voice, but the memory of a 
broad and strong character and n 
warm and generous heart will never 
leave them. 

tTpon the memhers of his family, 
however, does the blow fall most 
heavily. A father, mother, three Bis- 
ters and one brother mourn his loss. 
Killed in aCtion ( somewhere in France, 
among many other brave heroes lies 
burled the body of their fond, brave 
son and brother, but to the grlef- 
strlckeif hearts of the parents comes 
the comforting thought that their 
brave boy fell leading his battalion, 
and the memory of his will never die.

Peeling Tribute to Memory of 
Dead Hero. 



DIED WHILE WORKING GUN. 



Paul S. Clark, an Honour Eco- 
nomics Man of Class of 
Arts 15. 



The following feeling article was 
written this summer by J. A. Nichol- 
son, registrar, and appeared in a 
Montreal weekly publication. Scrgt. 
-Paul Somervllle Clark, with wi'om 
the article Is concerned, was born in 
London, Ont., the son of the Hev. W. 
J. Clark, D.D.. pastor of St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian Church, Westmount. Hte 
schools were the London Collegiate 
Institute and Westmount Academy, and 
he matriculated In Arts at McGill In 
1911. In his third year he stood at 
the head of the honor class in Eco- 
nomics and Political Science, and had 
he completed his fourth year before 
enlistment, there Is little doubt that 
he would have obtained the same 
. standing on graduation. As It was, 
he was allowed first rank honors in 
consideration of his previous excel- 
lent record. 

He Joined the McGill C.O.T.C. at the 
commencement of the session 1914-15, 
and enlisted as a private in the 5th 
Canadian Mounted Rifles around the 
'first of February, 1915. He was in the 
trenches from October 1915, to the 
day of his death, June 2nd or 3rd, 
in the battle of Hooge. 

In that battle the Fifth Mounted 
Rifles, as an infantry battalion, occu- 
pied one of the most exposed parts of 
the Ypres salient. ' Shortly before the 
battle he had been strongly recom- 
mended for a commission, and would 
undoubtedly have been appointed by 
this time had his life been spared. The 
story of his death, as told by one of 
lilt; comrades, Is as follows: 

The regular operator of the machine 
gun having been killed, Sergt. Clark 
took his place, and In order to do more 
effective work, removed the gun from 
the trench tq the parapet, In which 
exposed position and In the face of al- 
most certain death he fired twenty- 
five rounds before he was killed by a 
shot through the head. Dr. Nichol- 
son's appreciation appears hereunder: 

Among the many Canadians who 
gave their lives for their country and 
the cause of truth during those ter- 
rible days In the early part of June 
last, few could be so hardly spared 
as I'aul Somervllle Clark, for his was 
a nature endowed with many of the 
rarest gifts and full of the richest 
promise. Never have I known one 
with more lovable qualities of heart 
and soul, whilst being at the same time 
a genuine boy. There was scarcely 
any manly sport in which he could 
rot Join, and In several Indeed (not- 
ably baseball, football and hockey) he 
occupied a prominent place among his 
fellows. 

His activity was wonderful. In his 
waking moments absolute rest was to 
him almost a thing unknown. When 
not engaged in study he was play- 
ing a game, walking with a chum. In- 
dulging his taste for music on Instru- 
ments of a wide- range, attending 
meetings, enjoying the society of n. 
wide circle of friends, or. if nothing 
lutter offered, even solving a puzzle. 
And his rersntlllty was as remark- 
able as his activity. There were not 
many things In the ordinary round if 
a boy's life which lie could not do, and 
do well, from the playing of a simple 
game to histrionics and essays In the 
higher fields of literature and art. And 
the reason for hb; success is not far 
to aeek. He used Ms head in what- 
ever he did, and with an originality 
that was as striking M It was effec- 
tive. Withal. he was tender and 
faithful and frank, generous to a de- 
gree, and clean and good In the full- 
eat and truest sens.- of the term. 

Such a one could not help being a

ledged a beneficent sway which h<- 
himself would have been the last to 
claim. How much they will miss his 
genial companionship who can say?

Had he finished his final year ut 
the University, there Is little doubt 
that he would have stood at or near 
the head of his class In his choset 
study of F.conomlcs and History, but 
Ids :iense of duty was so Impelling tha' 
he responded to the calj for men to 
fight the battle of truth and freedom 
and the world's peace before the wa: 
was six months old. 

When his duty in this respect ha"- 
been performed. It was his Intentlo 
to enter the legal profession, for whlf 
It was evident he was eminently fit 
ted. in time he would doubtless hftV 
el tered public life, rising, perhups, ti 
the highest place in the gift of hi 
country"- Por he had all the quali- 
ties which are necessary to bucccs 
In political life— ability and high char 
e.ctcr — which compel admiration, and 
the popular traits which crystallze ad- 
miration into support. Such men ar 
the salt of the earth, the gretitest as- 
set of any people. Oh, the pity of It 
that the noble and the tru#, who would 
raise the standard of public morality 
are thus sacrificed, whilst the spirit- 
less, the selfish anil the useless remain 
behind to lower It. 

"The fame is quench'd that we fore 
saw, 

The head has missed an earthly 
wreath;" 

and yet we fain would hope that 
"Somewhere out of human view 
Wbate'cr his hands are set to do 
Is wrought with tumult of acclaim;' 

even as it was during his short stay 
here. 

We hoped and prayed that he woul 1 
return, hut It has chanced otherwise, 
and now he Is numbered among the 
Immortals because he gave himself 
for the good of all. To die In defence 
of the right and of the race, what 
more glorious? It Is after all to win 
a crown that fadeth not away, and, 

" 'Till the future dares 
Forget the past his fame and fate shall 
be 

An echo and a light unto eternity." 

This humble tribute to the memory 
of an exceptional boy Is paid not be- 
cause I have any peculiar fitness for 
such a work, but rather because I 
have thought It due to his name that 
something more should be recorded 
than a mere recital of superficial facts, 
which give a very Inadequate Idea of 
his rçal worth. Would that an abler 
pen than mine had undertaken the 
task! 

But small and slight as this poor 

flower is. 
"I hate to plant It on his tomb, 
Thnt If it can It there may bloom. 
Or dying, there as least may die." 

The official story of his death Is 
given below: 

Kev. Dr. Bowman Tucker, of the City 
Mission, Montreal, has received from 
Lt.-Col. Draper, of the Canadian 
Mounted Rifles, details of the death of 
Sergt. Paul Clark, son of Rev. Mr. 
Clark, of Westmount. Hergt. Clark 
was killed by a gunshot wound in the 
head while he was operating a machine 
gun In aiding to fight off the German 
attack against the Third Canadian Di- 
vision In June. After nil the gun crew 
In his charge had been killed or wound- 
ed. Sergt. Clark operated the gun him- 
self and materially assisted In check- 
ing the advance of the enemy until he 
fell. 

Col. Draper states that Sergt. Clark 
was one of his best non-coms., and he 
was marked for early promotion. The 
colonel was unable to give the loca- 
tion where the sergeant was burled. 



The Cheshire County Council Edu- 
cation Committer has made arrange- 
ments with the authorities of McGill 
University, Montreal, which permit 
young engineering students winning 
echuologlcal scholarships In Cheshire 
to go to Montreal to have part of their 
three years' training at the McGill 
University, 

It Is understood that the arrange- 
ment Is reciprocal, and the McGill 
students will be accepted at English 
universities for a portion of their 
training.
